CHINESE TRAGEDY 

VIco-Consul Wing of New York Mor- 
tally Wounded by One of 
His Countrymen 

New Vork, July 31.— Dr, Luk Wing, 
Chinese vice-cun.sul at New \"ork, a 
graduate of Lehigh and Vale univer- 
sities, and married to an American wo- 
man, was mortally wounded at his 
oiiices in a lower Broadway building, 
this afternoon, by a man of his own 
race, who gives voluble but. confused 
and contradictory reports of himself In 
pigeon English. 

Dr. AVlng died last night in St. Greg- 
ory's hospital, .-iliorlly after eight 
o'clock. He had been shot in tlic back 
with a revolver. Mrs. Wing, who i.s ill 
herself, was driven to the liospltal in 
time to be at his bedside before tho 
end came.

He 
is undersized and cropped-lia ired, and 
wears American c^lnthcs.

Another matter which Impressed Mr. 
Becker in Victoria was the neat ap- 
pearance of the police, and the excel- 
lence of the public buildings.

Ho is so enamored witli British Col- 
imibia that he Intends returning here 
In the fall to take part in the hunting, 
In the int6rlor.

Old-time Member of Local De- 
partment Faces Serious 
■ Charge 



Making a wild dasji for liberty, but 
fa,lUng to elude the constable, who 
caugllt lilm before ho succeeded in 
boarding a street car, Frectorlcic Bab- 
bagc, for the past llfteen years a Iruat- 
ed employee of tlie jjost oHice depart- 
ment, in which he has occupied im- 
portant positions, is conllnetl in tlie 
cells at the police station, held on a 
charge of stealing His MajcKty'-s mail. 
Tho arrest wa.-j ori'ected at the instance 
of Nouh Sluikus]icare, iH)stmuster, and 
occurred only after long and careful 
surveillance had been kei)t of the pris- 
oner by his fellow employees. 

For many months past mail has lieen 
missed. Persons to whom mail has 
been addressed and wiio iKiver receiv- 
ed It have repeatoiliy complained to tho 
department liere. At lirst It was 
tluiugln tiiat perliaps the mail had been 
lost through the carelessness of car- 
riers, or In sonu! other manner; ljut as 
tho complaints increased tlie olliclals 
liero became convinced that some oiw. 
having access to tiie mails was stealing 
letters. Susi)lcion was directed to no 
one in particular, luil all employees in 
a position to liavo stolen the mull were 
naturally placed in an unenviable situ- 
ation. The thefts continued, and re- 
cently su.iplclon was directed towa.'ds 
Babbage. Last evening, shortly Uftor 
six o'clock, Babbage, who was being 
closely watched l>y two of his fellew 
employees, E. E. Sheppard and J. H. 
Lowry, was seen to act in a suspicious 
mariner. Tho two believed they saw 
him secret some object in his pocket, 
and springing towards him they seized 
hold of him and escorted him Into tho 
office of tho postmaster, Mr. Shakes- 
peare. 

Made Break for Liberty, 

The latter was about to question 
Babliage, but, breaking loose from 
Sheiipard and Liowry^ the suspect 
sprang towards one of tho office win- 
dows, and before he could be stopped 
jumped through the glass, alighted on 
the sidewalk, and started on a run for 
a parsing street car. Constable Ire- 
land, 'iwho Vas passing along Ills beat, 
saw Babbage running towards Gov- 
ernment street, and noticing the excit- 
ed gestures of the postmasfer at tiio 
.window, and suspecting that something 
was wrong, coral led the lleidng man 
and brought liini back to the post- 
master's oliice. The police patrol wag- 
on was summoned, and Babbage taken 
to tho police station, where, on being 
examinod, a packet of eight letters, 
none of whlcli, it Is alleged, belonged 
to bini, but were letters directed to 
others, and which he had purioined^ 
wore found in his possession. 

On arrival at the i)Olice station. Bab- 
bage declared that in jumping through 
the window he had injured liimsolf, JJe 
groaned, , as If in great pain, and 
anxiously .called 'for a doctor. The city 
medical ollicer, ' Dr. Robertson, was 
called, but after examining the man, 
expressed tiio opinion that there was 
little, if anything, the matter with him 
other than a bnii.so <m one of his 
ankles, Postmaster tfludvespeare came 
to the police station and laid a charge 
against Babbage of .stealing maU. 
Here Many 'Vears. 
Babbage has-been an old time resi- 
dent of the city, and for fifteen years 
has been in the employ of the lobal post 
ofllco department, first in tho Inspec- 
tor's olflce, and subsequently as letter 
sorter and collector. He has always, 
until recently, borne tlie best of char- 
acters. He lias a family residing here. 

The pri.soner will probably be ar- 
raigned tomorrow morning, but it Is 
unlikely that the case will be proceed-' 
ed with until some more searching |n- 
fjulry has been instituted.

i' A contemporary, which seems to ex- 
ist principally for the purpose of say- 
ing unplensnnt things about Attorney- 
General Bowser, made one of Its char- 
acteristic misrepresentations and on- 
slaughts when news was received that 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council had not accorded that gentle- 
man, acting on behalf of the province, 
tho right to appeal from a decision 
of the Exchequer Court of Canada in 
the case involving water rights on tlie 
Hallway Belt. We have not the text 
of its remarks at hand, but remember 
that It asserted that the decision of 
the Judicial Committee had llnally dis- 
posed of the question and that all the 
good which had come out of the case 
■was that Messrs MoBrtde and Bowser 
had been taught a little constitutional 
law, and, we think, that Mr. Bowser 
had had a trip to England at the pub- 
lic expense. Not having had the ac- 
;t'ual facts o£ the case before us at the 
time, we were unable to answer this 
attaclt except by saying It was tte 
duty of the provincial government to 
uphold the interests of the province 
whenever there seemed to be reason- 
able ground for so doing. But it ap- 
pears that the decision of the Judicial 
Committee was not adverse to the 
contention of tho province, but as far 
as It wont, ciulte otherwise. We print. 
In another column the London Times' 
report of the case, from which it will 
appear that so far from the case being 
Anally disposed of adversely to the 
province, It stands in a very favorable 
position. 

It will be noted that the matter came 
before the court of appeal on a peti- 
tion for special leave to appeal. If the 
.Judicial Committee had not been im- 
pressed with the importance of the 
contention made by tho province, the^ 
application for leave to appeal would 
have been dismissed with costs, but 
it will be observed that this was not 
done. Leave was not granted, but no 
costs were given against the prov- 
ince. Lord IVIacnachten said that tho 
(luestion ought to be first taken to tho 
Supreme Court 'pf Canada, and al- 
though His Lordship is not so report- 
ed In the Times, we are Informed that 
he expressed a wi.sh to hear what the 
Justices of the Canadian Court might 
have to say upon the point The Times' 
report says that Mr. Newcombe, Dep- 
uty Minister of Justice, will hasten 
the appellate jiroceedings in Canada, 
and private advices are to the same 
effect. So far theirefore, as any con- 
clusion can be drawn from what oc- 
curred before the Judicial Committee, 
the case of tlie province made a fav- 
orable impression. 

Tho desirability of having the limits 
of the jurisdictlbh dif the federal and 
local government defined on this ques- 
tion as well as in regard to Indian 
Reserves and llsheries is not disputed 
by any one except the utterly unrea- 
sonable newspaper first hereinbefore 
referred to. Every one, Vvhosc opinion 
Is worth a straw upon any subject, 
recognizes tho existence of questions 
of uncertain jurisdiction- and -the ne- 
cessity of having them settled at the 
earliest possible day. No one concedes 
this more freely tlian tiu; federal de- 
Iiartment of justiee. This is the only 
lirovinco of Canada Ih which any one 
lias been so absurd as to introduce 
politics Into matters of this kind. 

AN INTERESTING SUBJECT 

A few days ago we had a letter from 
Mr. Rebbeck and today we have one 
from Mr.l, T. C. Sorby upon an ex- 
ceedingly/ interesting .subject. huloed 
we know' of no question n^lating lu 
the history of the world that i.s more 
fascinating to the student than that 
to which they refer, namely the 
Glacial Period, and the probability of 
Us recurrence. .Mr. Sorby stiUoK a 
very notable thing In liis Icttoi-, and 
we should be glad If any readers can 
say anything In confirmation of It. It 
is that of late years there has been an 
Increase of sunshine on tho north 
sides of liouses, and that the Sun is 
noticeably higher in the heavens this 
year than It was two years ago. if 
Mr. Sorby Is correct In this, it seems 
odd that the change has not attracted 
greater attention. Possibly It has been 
noted by others. Mr. Sorby Is a care- 
ful observer, and any statement to 
which ho appends his name Is worthy 
of consideration Recently an article 
•went the rounds of the press, and re- 
lated that the diminution of the 
Alaskan glaclor.s is steady and very 
marked; An explanation suggested 
for this l3- that the Axis of the earth 
Is assuming a more upright position. 
IC such a movement Is in jirogress it 
would alter the apparent iiosltlon of 
the Sun and make the winters less 
severe. Wo arc without data to show 
If this shrinking of tho glaciers is go- 
ing on all round' the . Poles. Some 
years ago Sir George Lyoll,' the emin- 
ent geologist, said Jn one of hl^ booku 



that there occurred In' 1846 ono'of tho 
most Important events in the record- 
ed history of mankind, namely the 
breaking up of the great ice barrier 
off the coast of Greenland. He sug- 
gested that It Indicated the beginning 
of far-reaching changes In tempera- 
ture. Tlio meagre accounts of Lieu- 
tenant Shackleton's observations in 
the Antarctic region lend one to think 
that he has collected a mass of In- 
formation, which may. cast a great 
deal of light upon tho axis of rotation 
and the probability tnat it is mater- 
ially changing Its position, ^^'e say 
materially changing, for the Axis does 
not always inalntaln the 'same Jrela- 
tlve position to v tho plane of the 
eartli's orbit, but Itself revolves in a 
small circle, due probably clileUy to 
tho action of tho Moon. In other 
words, If ^\ve. could get outside of the 
Earth and watch a mast erected at 
the Pole, we would see it move in a 
small circle. Just as the peg at the 
top end of an ordinary spinning top 
does when the motion begins to de- 
crease. Comparing tho Karlli to a 
top, we may aay that the suggestion 
has been made that It Is wobbling a 
little more than It used to, and upon 
this supiicsed fact some speeulatora 
In sclentillc probabilities liave sug- 
gested that after a good many years It 
will wobble so much that It will tip 
over and revolve on a new axis. Lot 
no one suppose that what is recog- 
nized as Science suggests anything of 
the kind. Science has made no 
guesses In that direction for lack of 
data. 

Some may ask why the Earth should 
wobble. AVe do not know. Nobody 
knows. But If the wolclit of iee at 
tlie North Pole is decreasing and the 
weight at the South Pole la Increas- 
ing, the equilibrium of the Globe might 
be disturbed. If tho weight of ice at 
both Poles is decerasing, there would 
be more water In the ocean and Us 
tendency presumably would be to- 
wards the Equator because of the 
centrifugal force exerted by the 
Earth's revolution on its Axis. If tlie 
Earth Is wobbling the readjustment of 
the masses of, which It Is composed 
would disturb the surface to some ex- 
tent,* and hence some people have 
guessed that this explains tho fre- 
quency of earthquakes. On this point 
it may be oliserved that there are ob- 
scure accounts of great earthquakes 
in times preceding the Christian Era, 
and they appear to have occurred with 
very great frequency, although the 
parts of tho world from which re- 
ports of such , disturbances could be 
received was very limited. Unless 
these accounts arc very greatly ex- 
aggerated, the violence of the shocks 
that then occurred was very much 
greater than that of any of which >ye 
haye- accurate accounts, and the loss 
of life In cities was enormous. It 
may "have licen that the Earth was 
doing a little more wobbling than 
usual in tlioso days. 

As wo know that many nervous 
people are likely to get apprehensive 
of catastrophes the very momentany- 
thlng, of which they bad not before 
heard in regard to the Earth, is men- 
tioned, we may add tliat that in all 
probability the things upon which In- 
genious people are basing extravagant 
theories may have always existed, and 
only been recently observed. A 
gradual increase In the average tem- 
perature has been going on in North 
America for at least seven thousand 
years. It was at least seven thousand 
years ago that the Arctic Ice extended 
as far south as. the Great Lakes. Per- 
haps It was longer ago. Tho period 
named is the minimum assigned by 
geologists. The great . processes of 
geology are slow, Earthquakes are 
only Its minor processes. One writer 
says they ;ire almost intlnitely less in 
proportion to the size of the Karth 
than the shuddering of the skin with 
which a horse drives olt a fly. is to the 
bulk of that animal. There is" no use 
In wondering what you will do. If one 
of the great cataclysms, \vhich have 
marked geological time, .'diuuld hap- 
pen. You iie\iT WDulil have a ch.'tnce 
to do anytliing. But the slower pro- 
cesses, .whereby the Earth has been 
chiefly affected, are going on continu- 
ously, and they are so slight that their 
effect is only dLsce-rnllile' al'liu- -more 
centuries than history has anything 
to do with.

The Glacial Period. 

Sir, — Mr. RebbecU. In your issue last 
Sunday, refers to your nio.sl interesting 
dissertations on this subject In the 
magazine portion of your previous 
issue. iMay I add another word bear- 
ing on the same subject'.' 

All nations have, I believe, .some 
legendary record of a great deluge or 
Hood that overwhelmed the world as 
known to them. It was the theory of 
a Siianish monk that this overwhehiiint' 
of the waters was due to tile sudden 
tilting of the world's axi.';. Such a sud- 
den tilting from a pOKsibie vertical 
position to an oblique angle would i)ilo 
tlie waters of the seas ui)on the ad- 
jacent lands and create a catastrophe 
that might well be a tlienie in the leg- 
endary lore of all peoples. 

It would also have another effect. 
The northern lands in which roamed 
the mammoth, mastodon, nnd other 
giant mammals In semi-tropical sur- 
roundings. Would be as suddenly and 
completply petrified with cold, and, as 
evidence thereof, we have actually 
found in tho northern limits of Siberia, 
during the last few years, the bodies of 
numbers of these beasts .-ipparently 
suddenly frozen to death, their life ar- 
rested where they stood, with the last 
meal undigested in their stomachs. 
This would seem to indicate that the 
change was sudden and complete, and 
In no way a gradual development. Tlil.s 
sudden tilt may alike account for tho 
sudden Hood or deluge, the stldden 
cliange of .temperature, and the suddon 
destruction of life. 

It would also have another'oftoct: It 
would alter the centre of gravity ot the 
earth, and as the moon in Its orbit re- 
volves not around the centre of tho 
earth but the centre of gravity of tho 
earth, it varies considerably in its dis- 
;tahce from tho surface of the eurtli 
and greatly effectf? the tides, cauidng 
considerable inereases In their height 
when lhi> moon Is In perigee, nr nean.'.'jt 
to tho surface of the earth, at this port 
about eighteen Indies, the holglit of the 
IlCiod. . ■ . , 

It ■ would appear that the earth Is 
slowly resuming its former axial 
poffitlon,, tjie sun h;iicliitig further 'north 
of the ii^quator,, the lines of jjerpotual 
frost and .'inow''slow'l\- rcecdln'g lience, 
the la.vln'g bare of the bodies of these 
frozen mammoths, and in bur own 
neighborhood the marked recession of 
the foot of tho Mull- Glacier. 

I daresay other.s have noticed, be- 
sides myself, the marked accession of 
sunshine on bordeiK to the north of 
houses. The sun Is noticeably higher 
in the heuvnUH thiH; year than it was 
two years ago. It i.s an <-videiiee of 
eliange of axis, and Will, if continued, 
develop, wh(m wo uro gone, u climate 
altogether different to .that We now en-

An exhibit, T\-h|cli visitors to the 
A.-Y.-P. fair have already pronounced 
to be one of the most attractive there 
has been Installed In the C. P. R. space 
at tho Seattle exposition, depleting 
tlio resources of Vancouver Island. 
Secretary E. McGafley of tho Van- 
couver Island Development Lcaguo 
returned from Seattle yesterday, and 
Is well satisfied with the interest be- 
ing displayed in tho exhibit. 

In a space of 16x10 feet a -wealth of 
resources are displayed In bulk, tlio 
massive nature of the general design 
at once attracting the eye of the vi.^- 
Itor. On the floor arc cuts of Island 
timber, cliunks of coal from Comox 
and Wellington, and marble designs 
from Nootka. Upon these rest various 



ore and mineral specimens from the 
different parts of the island, flanked 
on one aide by the gelatine cast of a 
78-pound salmon caught by rod and 
fly in tho Campbell river, and a -^Mld 
swan, stufCed, which was sliot at 
Uclvielct. In the central background 
Is affixed a block of Nootka marble 
surmounted by panncllings showing 
paintings of the gamo birds of tlio 
island. Hung on the wall above all la 
a panoramic view of Victoria, whllo 
other pictures of the parliament 
buildings, strawberry, and other fruit 
acreages adorn the -walls. 

Arranged -with a design to present 
mass, color and substance, there Is 
little d^ubt that the exhibit Is easily 



tho most conspicuous in the C. P. R. 
space in the agricultural building. 
Thoysanda have already visited It, 
although It has only been In place 'a 
couple of days. Prom the moment of 
Its Installation it has ijroved a draw- 
ing card, and from what can be gatli- 
ered It seems likely to be the greatest 
feature of the work which Is being 
accomplished by the Vancouver Island 
Development League.

DOES IT LOSE ITS 
RIGHT OF APPEAL 



C, Merely to Proceed First 
With Water Rights Case to 
Supreme Court 



So far from tho province's losing Its 
j-ight of appeal, in the water rights 
within the railway belt case a,t there- 
cent hearing before the Privy Council 
at which British Columbia was rep- 
resented by the attorney general, 
Hon. W. J. Bowser, the text of tho 
decision shows that in reality, tlie ef- 
fect of the ruling is merely tljat .the 
jirovlnce must first make appeal to 
the Supreme Court of Canada. The 
dismissal of the province's petition in 
tho present Instance In no way affects 
its final right of appeal to the British 
tribunal. 

Th.o petition of the province was 
dl.sinlssed without cost.''.

Canadian Water Rights 

Tills was a petition for special leave 
to api)cai from a judgment of tho 
Exchi-quer Court of Canada of :May 
11. 1901). 

Sir Kol)ert Finlay, the Hon. ^V. J. 
Uowser. K. C, Attorney- General for 
Britlsli Columbia, and ^ilr. Hamar 
Greenwood ajipoarod lor the petition- 
ers; the Hon. E. L. Newcombe, K. C, 
deputy minister of justice for Canada, 
fur the respondent. 

The tiuestlon Involved "a-as stated 
to be of Imnionse ln-ii)ortance. On 
April 7, 3 000, the water comn-ilssloncrti 
for New Westminster, British Colum- 
bia, under the provisions of Part IV. 
of the AVater Clauses Consolidation 
Act, granted to the B\irrard Power 
Company, Ltil., a record for 25,000 
inches of water (subject to certain 
reservations) out of tho Llllooet lakes' 
and tributaries .-md Lllloool river and 
Us tributurle.c. such waters to be used 
for generating olectrlclty for light, 
heat, and power, and for milllnK. 
mannf.-if.tiuiiig, industrial and me- 
chanical i)urpo3e8. fhe undertaking 
and works in connection with that 
record of waters could not be proceed- 
ed with until approved by the lieu- 
tenant-governor In -council. In 1809 
proceedings were taken In th^ Bx- 
chequer Court of Canada by the At- 
torney-General against the Burrard 
Power Company, Ltd. The informa- 
tion alleged (1) that, pursuant to the 
agreement Of the government of Bri- 
tish Columbia contained In Article 
11 of the Terms of Union upon which 
British Columbia was admitted into 
the Dominion of Canada, the legisla- 
ture of British Columbia by the Do- 
minion in aid of the Canadian Pacific 
^Railway, 1880," ■IS Vict., chap; 11 
Railway, 1880," 13 Vict., chaii 11, as 
amended by i^ Vict., chap, ll, grunt- 
ed to the Dominion government for 
tho purpose; of constructing and to aid 
in the construction of tho portion of 
the Canadian Pacific railway on tho 
mainland of British Columbia In trust 
to bo appropriated as tho Dominion 
government might deem advisable, tlie 
public lands along tho line of tho rail- 
way which -lands were called the 
"railway belt"; (2) that both the Lll- 
looet river, which was a tributary of 
the Pitt river, and tho Llllooet lakes 
from which !t rose, were wholly sit- 
uate within the limits of the railway 



belt. The Llllooet river was about 12 
miles long, and- was a public and 
navigable river.; Onv'tho public lands 
forming part of thei railway belt and 
adjoining the Lilldoet lakes and river 
was a large quantity of valuable tim- 
ber which was entitled of right to be 
floated down the-^rlver. The informa- 
tion contended that-'the grant and tho 
diversion therobj: i, authorized would 
materially interfcro with that right; 
that the grant* and the rights under 
the Water CiMJsea' Consolidation Act 
thereto attached would materially in - 
terfere with tho rights of tho Domin- 
ion government in the railway belt; 
that tho capacity of the Llllooet river 
was about 25,000 Inches, and tho grunt 
and tho proposed diver.'ilon thereby 
authorized would greatly diminish the 
quantity of water in the river and 
materially interfere with the rights o£ 
the Dominion government and tlie 
public right of navigation of the 
river; that section 111 of the Brltikli 
river; that section 91 of the British 
North Amerlc;a Act, 1SS7, provided 
that the exclusive legisl.-itive author- 
ity of tho parliament of Canada ex- 
tended to all matters coming witliln 
the following (amongst otlier) classes 
of subjects: (1) Tho public debt and 
l)roperty. (10) Navigation and ship- 
ping; and that subsection 2 of section 
131 of the Water Clauses Consolida- 
tion Act, 1S97, provided that the power 
C07iferred by the llrst subsection of 
entering and taking crown lands 
should not extend to lands -\vhich 
should be expressly reserved by the 
crown for any purpose whatever. The 
information asked for a declaration 
that the grant of April 7, IflOG, was 
Invalid. The Burrard Power Com- 
pany, Ltd., filed a statement of de- 
fence traversing the allegations and 
submitting that no cause of action 
was disclosed. Mr. Justice Casseis, in 
the Exchequer Court, decided that the 
lands proposed to be affected by the 
exercise of the rights conferred upon 
tiic Burrard Power Company, Ltd., 
were within the rallwtiy belt; that the 
railway belt was property within the 
meaning of aeotlon Bl (1) of the Bri- 
tish North America Act, and that at 
the lime of its transfer to the Botnin- 
lon there was no provincial legisla- 
tion in existence authorizing British 
Columbia to expropriate the water 
rights within tho railway belt, and 
that therefore thef Water Clauses 
Consolidation Act Conferred upon the 
water commrssloriers no authority to 
make grants of unrecorded waters In 
tlio railway belt; that the grunt of 
April 7, 1906, was Invalid; and that 
tho proposed exercise of tho rights 
wouid constitute an Inieric^rcnce witii 
tho navigation of the Llllooet rivei- at 
a i)olnt below the works and an In- 
terferpnce.jWUh. the. .fishing rlgljts of 
the Dominion, of 9^nada., ' . 

Prom' the deolBlon of .the'Exchonuer 
court tho petitioners presented this 
petltloit for Teave to appeal direct to 
the Privy counbll. T^hey contended. 
Inter alia, that .Jhe • lands included in 
£he railway belt- ^id not constitute 
"property" within the meaning of sec- 
tion '91 (1- of the l^rllish North Am- 
erica Act; that the leglslatui-o of the 
province of British Columbia retain- 
ed the right to legislate in regard to 
lands granted In tho railway belt; and 
that tho Water Privileges Act, 1S92, 
and the Water Clauses Consolidation 
Act, 1897, cOnrumlng crown rights in 
British Columbia, as to water rights 
operated upon lands In the railway 
belt. The petition said that various 
companies other than the defendant 
company had been lncoi'i)orated by 
private acts of British Columbia, and 
that the acts contained powers en- 
abling tho companies to apply for and 
exercise tlio rights and privileges ap- 
plicable to water rights within tho 
railway belt, subject to tho approval 
of the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil, and that by virtue of the powers 
of the water commissioners grants of 
unrecorded water had been made to 
those companies, A groat deal oC 
capital had been Invested in the pro- 
posed undertakingiS, and considerable 
sums had already been expcn-dcd -with 
a view to their successful operation.

SHOOJlNIi GAME 

Shooting ' Wffhit9 'North" and 
South Saanich Ha.s Been 
Prohibited * < 



The usual order In council has been 
issued with regard lo the open sea- 
son.H for the shooting of game. The 
order In so far as It goes Is tho same 
as last year's. Sliootinff within the 
conlinea of North and South Saanich 
Is prohibited, however. The open sea- 
son for deer is not specined. 

The order In council follows: 

it has accordingly bean ordered, by 
his honor the lieutenant-governor, by 
and with llu^ advice of his executive 
council, as follows: 

Thai the hunting, killing or taking of 
elk or Wiiplti in tlie Columbia. Craii- 
brook and I'Vrnie electoral districts 
shall lie prohibited until the :ilst day 
of August, I'.lll. 

And on Vancouver island south of 
the following described line, "coin- 
meiielng at the mouth of the Little 
Qiiallcum river; thence following that 
stiiam westerly to. Its junction w^ith 
the .MbernI road; tliencc following the 
AUierni road to the Albernl canal," the 
hunting, killing or taking of elk or 
Wapiti shall be prbhibjtad until the 
3lKt day of August', 1914. 

That the hunting, killing or taking 
of moose'aoulli of the .'i2nd piir.allel of 
latitude in the pro\-lnce, exceiiting in 
the CoUimhia (dectoi-al disti'ict, shall 
■be iirolillilted until the 31st day of 
August, mil. 

That the hunting, killing or talcing of 
mountain sheej) in the coiuitles of Yale 
;ind Weslmlnstor shall be proliililted 
until the ;nst d.i.e of Airgust, 1011. 

That the dis.-ibilities a.H to the shoot- 
ing of ducks of all kinds, and snijje, 
shall be removed with respect to Van- 
couver island, and tho Islands adja- 
cent thereto, from tho 1st day of Oc- 
tober, 1903, to tho 28th day of Pebru- 
arv, 1910, both days Inclusive, 

That the disabllifl^is as to the shoot- 
ing of cock pheasants, quail and grouse 
of all kinds, shall be removed witli re- 
s])ecl to Vancouver island, and the isl- 
ands adjacent thereto, except North 
and Houtii Saanich mimicinallties. from 
iheAlst (lay of October, 1909, to the 31st 
day- of December, 1909, both days In- 
clusive. 

And It is furllier ordered th;it order 
In council dated the :;:!n(l day of Jul\, 
190!), providing for the protection of 
game In the province shall bo and the 
same Is hereby rescinded.

August Belmont, 
has made pleasing announcement of hiss 
intention to keep his best hor.?es in this 
country another sea-son In.stead of send- 
ing them to England and France. Com- 
ing as proper acknowledgement of the 
American turf and a sincere clesire to 
see thoroughbred racinpt and breeding 
prosperous and the sport made worthy 



of the best patronage, It is much to bo 
hoped that Mr. Belmont's plan will bo 
loUowod by other prominent horsemen 
In this country. 

Plainly, this season's- list of horses — 
2-year-olds and 3-yoar-olds — Is lacking 
both in the desired riuallty and quantity. 
Racegoers deserve something better than 
is in any way possible for painstaking 
racing secretaries to give them because 
of the lack of good horses. Pity that 
this condition could, not' have been fore- 
seen, and that the 'big owners at the 
first breath of trouble and with un- 
seemly haste and all too scant loyalty 
to our own turf should have seized their 
best horses and bundled thorn across to 
Knglund and li'ranco. 

The success or failure of those sl.ibles 
abroad does not come into the argum mt 
at all. Granting that there was uncer- 
tainty as to tho future of American 
racing, its rehabilitation must of neces- 
sity depend in great degree upon the 
maintenance of a high standard, and tho 
sending abroad of tho best horses weak- 
ened the entire campaign. Now the 
chairman of the .Tockoy Club, und doubt- 
less many others, have come to a reali- 
zation of this fact. Racing we have, 
and It Is well patronized under condi- 



tions that are now and strange.' There 
are some good horses, but not enough. 
Thoso that were not sent aburoad were 
sent last full to California for winter 
riicing, and hor.so.s cannot ^rhco winter 
and sunmier and reninln in Iralriing to 
please the public. 

Those horsemen who dkl not catch the 
foreign racing fe\er are to bo congratu- 
luted .on their loyally to the turf In 
America. It is, of course, a fine thltlg 
to see our horses go to Kngland and 
win, and every good sportsman reads 
■with great satl.sfactlon of Amoricati 
successes abroad, 'jut that Is a far dlC 
fercnt matter than cutting loose from 
racing hern entirely, or even sending 
the best .away and leaving tho turf to 
struggle back to public favor with the 
weeds and culls oE the stables to furnish 
the sport. Mr. Belmont's determination 
to race the host that can bo bred at the 
Nursery Stud In this country should ro- 
C(^lvo tlie hearty support and co-opera- 
tion of all breeders' antj owners of 
thorouglibreds, arifl another season wa 
shall see more and better horses rac- 
ing.

Nearly all were on board at 
6:55, when a U.S. marshal accompan- 
ied by hi.s men appeared and seined the 
iKkuuiir, iii.s papers UDelllnpr the boat 
for .some trifling action that had been 
sworn out against her some hours be- 
fore; but to make It the more offensive 
he delayed .serving the i)racess until 
the last moment. Vou may imagine 
the feelings of tho.se on board.

Her bottom must have been 
ripped out, for sho immediately began 
to sink by tlio stern and only her bow 
showed out of water within a short 
time. Her deck lumber cargo floated 
oft". The Captain, his wife and four 
children, with 23 of a crew, got ashore 
easily in tho two ship's boats. Tho 
schooner is a total wreck. She was 
worth $140,000. and on her last luck- 
less voyage was bound for San Diego, 
for which port she loaded lumber at 
the Everett mills. 

The Winnebago was a vessel of 1091 
tons gross and 7SG not register, built 
in 1903 by tho Columbia Iron Worlw 
Co., at St. Clair, Mich., and owned at 
date by tho Coast Shipping Co. She 
floated tho American flag and was 
powerfully englned, electric, lighted 
and thoroughly modem in hor general 
enuipmimt. Her dimensions wore 200 
feet long over all. 39.3 foot beam, 13.7

It called for sonio 
sign of its whereabouts, but answer 
come then^ none, for thn farm/r, al- 
beit a fog-horn blower, dared not blow 
bis horn, fearing lest his sheep should 
llee in fright from the fold and be- 
come food for the wolves.

Leaving Newcastle November 1.3, the 
Zinita returned to Deal four days later, 
having lost hor sails and had the decks 
swept. Sailing again December 2, sho 
put into Falmouth a week later with 
the stern post leaking on tl|e starboard 
side. She made a third attempt .Janu- 
ary 24. In latitude 14 north, longitudo 
26 west, she was spoken on February 
14, but since then nothing has been 
heard of tho vessel. Sho has a gen- 
eral carijo/ inaluding coke and pig iron.

in Alsaec-Ijorralnp. It tho statistical 
year, i!l07-8. work was found for no loss 
than fl:i2,n.")t) persons. Of those, 01,712 
ivere placed in jobs connected witii ag- 
ricultural pursuit.s. Moll to tho numb.>r 
of 607,111 were put to work and 265,505 
women, Tlie great Central' Bxohfinge; in 
Berlin secured work for oyer 100,000

"The wage question is n, question of 
civilization," sn Id Prof. Henry C. Adams, 
head of tho political economy dopart- 
ment'of the Unlvor.slty ■ of Jtlchlgan, in 
an address on "The t:init;ch's Duty ;to 
Workiiigmen." He argued tHiat labor is 
entitled to. "a tenure of. omploymont," 
nM a means of , guaranteeing stability. 
"Physical existence of man is no 
longer tlie ''jasis nf wages," he continued. 
"It Is the standard of living.' This 
change Is made possible by machinery. 
Tliere are two ways to use tho ihcro- 
niont of riclies — by raising the standard 
of living and by Increasing ttie extrav- 
agances and luxuries of the few. It Is 
necessary for labor lo secure higli 
wages to succeed In the first place, and 
all should assist them to< do so; as that 
Is tlie only way to benefit society as a 
whole."

Tho factory for tlio ttnemploycd, es- 
tabllsliod by the Trades and Labor 
(.'ouncil of London. Ontario, lias aroused 
interest throughout' Canada, and in- 
quiries liavo been received from tlio 
United 'States regarding it. Exactly 
twenty-Jlve of the unemployed have been 
put to work, and what ' Is more they 
have done good work, and lieen paid for 
the work tlioy performed, says the New 
York Kvening Call. Tlic factory is still 
running and is to be a permanent insti- 
tution. It Is no longe;- an experiment, 
for it has made good, and next fall Its 
operations will be extended. In the 
summer months only a couple of men 
will liibor to prepare material for thd 
ooniing winter and finish good.s on liand. 
It Is from Novembor to tho close of 
March that the factory Is most active — 
tho time wlion work is scarce, and men 
are idle. The experience gained In tho 
operation of the London factory will 
be valuable In helping on similar fac- 
tories to 1)0 started in other places 
next winter. Tho factory manufactures 
toy.s. Ironing "boards and hangers. It 
pays no dlvlddnds' to shareholders, and' 
does not aim at the accumulation of 
profits. It was only because the pro- 
motors of tho new move were not built 
as quitters that succos.s. was made pos- 
sible.

India Moslem League 



The Aga Khan, president of the All-India 
Moslem League, took the chair at the first an- 
nual general meeting of the London branch in 
the Ca.xton Hail, AA'estminster. 

The Aga Khan said that many people in 
this country, even in circles usually w-ell-in- 
formed. hearing of the Musiilman "minority" 
in India, i'ailed to realize that it luinibered at. 
the last census nearl_\- b2 millions: that its ])er- 
centage to the total ])opulation of India had 
been steadily rising since the decennial enum- 
erations began nearly 40 years ago; and that 
it now constituted 21^4 per cent, of the total 
. —a figure exclusive of the numerous and mar- 
tial border tribes included within the political 
frontier of the Indian Empire. Not only was 
it the case that the Mussulmans to be found 
within the administrative limits of the dei)en(.l- 
ency substantially outnumbered the entire po- 
])ulation of Germany, but their welfare and 
progress was a matter of concern to that vast 
brotherhood 1 cno^vn as the Islamic w("irl(l, 
stretching in unbroken line from the .Asiatic 
seaboard of the Pacific to the .-Vfrican coast of 
the Atlantic, and numbering considerably more 
than 250 millions, or 15 per cent, of the entire 
human race. (Cheers. 1 The King-Emperor had 
far more Mahomedan subjects than any other 
Sovereign. In spite of the deeply-routed pre- 
judices and difficulties that they had to meet, 
llie members of the branch, by t'orce of siniiid 
argument and indisputable fact, had succeeded 
in convincing the fair-minded people of this 
country that the Indian .Moslems, tlnnigh they 
might be unversed in the arts of rhetoric, were 
entitled to consideration. (Cheers.) The sound- 
ness and justice of their claims in connection 
with the reforms had been recognized by an 
overwhelming proportion df tbc leading organs 
of public opinion, and particularlv b\- the fore- 
most of them all. The Times, ^'et this fact, en- 
couraging and !_;ratifying in iiself, had been us- 
ed against them in iiiiloDked-for cjtiarlers. lli- 
was never more astunislicd than when he read 
in The Times of .March (1 a message ni the 
Special Correspondeni in India stating that 
high officials in Northern India were exprcs.s- 
ing alarm as to the advocacy that the claims of 
the .Mahomedans were securing. The "alarm" 
arose from a fear that such arlvocacy might 
"|,)roduce an undue exaltatimi in the minds (if 
.Mahomedans." 1 l.aiiyluer. 1 ll;id these high of- 
ficials forgotten that ibroiigln mt the storm 
and stress df the last few \ ear> the .Mu.-iilman> 
had remained nuswer\ ini^Mn 1 heir (le\()te(l li>\ - 
aity to the King-lCmperor;- (Cheers.) Tlic\ had 
never indulged in violent agitation, nor had 
they adopted reprehensible methods of attract- 
•'•'g attention to grievances, real or nominal. 
They had not claimed "self-government," 
whether on the so-called "colonial basis" or 
any other. They had remained law-abiding 
when, in some parts of the country, thev were 
under strong |)ro\()cati(iii Id resent and resist 
actively the illegid pressure put upon them 
by ])ersons who ■-^eemerl heiit on tindenniiiiiig 
JJritish aiUlun-ity. (Cheers.) 'j'hev had asked 
nothing more than an ccpiitable sliare in the 
constitutional jirivileges now being granted to 
the Indian peoples. If the independent advo- 
cacy of such a demand had caused misgivings 
in certain official quarters it could only he be- 
cause the troubles of the last few years had 
tended to distort the perspective open to them, 
and because sinister influences were at work. 
The}' had ])ccn looking through the wrong end 
of the telescope (lau.ghter), and it was to be 
hoped thai their apprehensions would in the 
future be apportioned on jusler lines, L'n- 
doubtedly early in March there was wide- 
spread satisfaction among the Musulinans, 
arising from the. SjjieCif unreserved an- 

nbtincement that Lbi'd iJiorley had made a few 
days before, that their claims in respect to. the 
electoral system would be met "to the full..'' 
But he not found in any Indian newspaper, 
-wh'atevcr its politics, or in lijs large correspon- 



dence from India, one iota of evidence that the 
Musulmans were at that time "exalted above 
measure." (Laughter.) There was certainly 
no danger of undue exaltation at the present 
moment. Not wilhstaiiding the pledges gi\ en 
by the X'iceroy to the deputation wdiich he had 
the honor to introduce nearly three years be- 
fore, and Lord Mprley's pledges of the present 
\ear, the Musulmans were even now; when 
the eleventh hour was far spent, still called up- 
on to press lor the practical recognition of 
their rights. They had still to urge their 
claims for simple justice ; they had still to i)rcss 
the arguments and reasons that had been offi- 
cially accepted long ago withotit (|ualification 
— accepted, that, was, so far as.NVQrflg weut, 
The Promises of the Goyerniiient. 
The measures which the government of In- 
dia were about to 'take fell far short of the 
promises given. At Oxford the (itiier day. Lord 
.Morley claimed to have fulfilled the i)led,gcs 
given to the people of India : but .unhai)|)iiy this 
could not be sai^d.to be the case so far as the 
special i)ledgcs to the Mahomedans were con- 
cerned. Speaking with a full sense of respon- 
sibility as ])rcsi(lent of their league, and after 
fully weighing his words, he said unhesitating- 
ly that if in the final shaping of the plan.s of 
the government those pledges were jiot carried 
out to the full, in tlie spirit as well as in the 
letter, the Indian reforms were (loomed to fail- 
ure, (bond cheers. I 1 1 u as impossible am- 
where, and least of all in a country like India, 
to work a coiisiitutional scheme .satisfactorily 
with one large and im|jnrtant section of the 
pcojile di.sappuintecl and left without real repre- 
sentation, and another section exultant and tri- 
umphant because they had been permitted to 
attain a virtual monopoly of political represen- 
tation. 

liecause they declined to accept such a po- 
sition with complaccncv, tlie\' were sixikeii of 
as "."^epariilists." .\s a mailer of fact no coni- 
imuiity in India excelled their own in workiu.g 
for the cause of true unit\- anion,!; the Indian 
[)eo]>les. The very keystone of the arch of 
genuine Nationalism in hulia was loyalty to 
the Sovereign, and in this regard they gave 
place tu no one in India — ivot even the British 
themselves. (Cheers.) They looked upon I lis 
Majesty Edward \'I1. not ns a foreign ruler, 
but as their own Emperor, the Kaisar-i-1 1 ind.

in moving ;i vole of thanks to the .Aga Khan, 
said that allempls had heen made to minimize 
the unanimity of the Indian Musulmans in 
respect to the reforms. Taken as a whole, Ma- 
homedan India had expressed itself unequivoc- 
ally and unanimously ; and it had recognized 
that unless in the new order of things their 
position was assured to them, as promised 
first by Lord Minto and then by Lord Dudley, 
it would mean their political subordination to 
a section of another community differing from 
them in worshi]), laws, customs, ideals, and 
habits of life. In other words, the ]n-aclical 
hold o\'er the administration and legislation 
would ])ass exclusively into rival hands. The 
Musulman title to.^^hare in the constitutional 
privileges now being, granted had been freely 
admitted by the-gove.tiiment. Those privileges 
were the free gift pT.the .Sovereign (cheers), 
and the crown was eiititlcd to say how the dif- 
toarit cominnnitics s.hould not be ])laced in a 
positi(^)n to dcuniiiate over another section; 
that the iiuerests oi dii'c should not he subord- 
inalecl or sacrificerl t(.) the ambitions or inter- 
ests of the (-)lher. (Cheers.) Since Lord .Morley 
pledged himself to grant their claims in re- 
spect to the electorates to the full, the attitude 
of the governnieat of India had undergone 
many changes, with deplorable effect both on 
the temper of thei)eo])!c and on their concep- 
tion of British justice. (Cheers.") They did 
not know yet where they stood or what shape 
.Musulman representation would finally take. 
In supposed fulfillment of the pledges given 
them, ahsolule in terms and uner|uivocal in 
nu-;iiiiiig, they were offered an arraugemeuL 
which they re,L;arded as fatal to geiuiiiic repre- 
sentation. This disregard of the wishes of ibe 
people seemed to him op[)osed to the democra- 
tic principle on which the new regime appear- 
ed to be based. The Mahomedans would not 
willingly accept the arrangements proposed, 
ayd he would not be surprised if the bulk of 
them were to decide on holding absolutely 
aloof, (Cheers,)

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How to Train Ybur J^cti 



' • When walking in the country, rambling 
through the woods, or even when sinipiy 
taking- a five or ten mile constitutional, one 
cannot have bcttcf or more congenial com- 
panion than a small boy or a large dog — ex- 
cept, perhaps, a happy combination of the 
two. Their claim to be considered as delight- 
ful companions ib based on a great similarity 
of characteristics: both arc inveterate optim- 
ists, frankly interested in and curious about 
ill "new surroundings, and both, if they love 
you, offer you sucli a wealth of devotion, 
without any reserve, as to awaken in 3'our 
innermost niirid a consciousness of your un- 
worthiness of being thus idolized : while, 
should 3'Oii fail to win their affection, ihcy 
make you cognizant of the tact with a brutal 
frankness which you cannot lefrain, however 
regrclfuUy, from respecting. But (alas! those 
"buts") in order that their companionship 
may be pleasure unalloyed, your comrades 
must be amenable to reason and discipline; 
in other words, both boy and dog must be ed- 
ucated or trained. 

The first thing to teach the dog is to fol- 
low you, whether on horseback, on foot or 
driving. Xearl}- every young dog delights in 
accompanying liih o^\•ncl• \\d;crc\cr ho goes. 
It nia\- be taken foi- granted thai liic dog is 
fed b\- no hand but }"onr own : he will there- 
fore ha\'e already learnt to come at once at 
your call or whistle. 

The next tiling -to be impressed upon his 
mind is that, when 3'ou take him out, he must 
$tay with you and not return home, or take 
personally conducted excursions outside your 
orbit on his own account. Should be evince 
a propensity in these directions, you may 
couple him to another dog wlni is trained, or, 
and this is the better iilan. you may take him 
out on a leash, which should not be less than 
ten yards long and is better if longer. It 
must, however, be as light as is compatible 
with an adequate breaking-strain, as it will be 
a constant and es.sential factor in the educa- 
tional process. 

Take the dog then on a leash, but let him 
feel the restraint as little as possible; call 
him now and then to "come to iieel." at the 
same time enforcing the coniniand b}- means 
of the leash. In a short time he will have 
learnt the meaning of this command and will 
obey without any tension on the cord. Me 
mustpthen be taught to remain at heel till 
released by permission to "hie on" or "go 
forward." If he is difficult to restrain, a 
flick of the dogwhip about a foot in front of 
his nose when he pulls at the leash will be 
useful, but he must not be frightened by any 
cxhibiton of anger. Me should not at first be 
kept at heel for a length of time likely to 
prove irksome, noi- shoiUd he be called when 
interested or investigating some particularly 
enticing smell; the object should be to tncul-' 
cate obedience unconsciously as a habit, not 
to enforce it as an uncongenial task. 

Should he lose you and be founrl. as is 
usually the case, on the doorstep when you 
return home, his welcome should be coldly 
repulsed in tones of reproach; a repetition of 
the offence is well treated by tying him uji 
and pretending to go without him. 

When this lesson is learnt, and not before, 
it is unwise to teach nuire than one thing at 
a time, he should be taught to fetch and carry, 
or rather to carry and fetch. Here again you 
will find his hereditary tendencies ready to 
meet you half way ; 1 never yet had a dog. 
from a >.'ewfoundiand to a terrier, that did 
not delight in carrying something. The best 
object to start liini ^\'itll is a daily ncws|)a|)cr 
folded up as if for the mail, and secured at 
both ends with a ])iecc of string; it is soft, a 
ver}' important (|uality in giving your dog a 
good mouth, and if it is lost, as it probably 
will be during tuition, it is valueless. It 
should not be given at once after starling out ; 
Jet the dog get over his first exuberance of 
spirits, riui off smuc of his energv and (|uiet 
down a little before giving him his paper. 
;\\'hcn once he has it } ou must \\ aldi him 
carefully. 

The added dignity uf responsibility will 
k-ecp him steady for so)uc tinu'; but after a 
while other attractions will divert his atten- 
tion from his burden, and he will most likely 
put it down and forget about it. He must at 
once be recalled and made to pick it up; 
should this be found impossible it nnist be 
replaced in his mouth ; should he refuse to 
hold it, a piece of siring passed ihrough the 
paper lengthwise and tied over his head just 
in front of the collar will enforce obedience, 
but. when once he has taken hold of it again, 
the first oporlunily should be taken to rclie\e 
him of it with much jiL'tting and approbation. 

Many dogs, when thcj"- have been given 
something to carry, are very averse to giving 
it up, and this is a tendency that nuist be 
promptly nipped in the bud. or it will later 
prove very difficult to combat. In such cases, 
vour choice of a paper instead of the more 
usual .stick will prove an invaluable aid; the 
former cannot be gripped with the teeth as the 
latter, nor docs it tend to the iiabit of carry- 
ing with jaw fixed and teeth set firmly into 
the burden. The command to "drop it" 
should never be supplemented by the whip, 
this only tends to confirm obstinacy or to 
makij the dog disobedient to the call to heel. 

The most powei-ful flog may be made to 
open his jaws, releasing what he is carrying, 
if only the proper method be used. Place the 
hand over the jaw just in Iront of the eyes 
Avith the fingers on one side and the thumb 
nn the other, sfjueezc the jaw in such a way 
thatkth? ^upper- lip is pressed in between the' 
molar te^th on either'^ide, this will force the 



lower jaw flown aufl the paper may be rc- 
movcfl wdth the other hanfl : any efforts to 
snatch it should be sternly repressed, with the 
whip if necessary, and the paper should be 
withheld for some little time. 

When once the fhig has Icarnetl to carry 
and to fleliver up the [)aper ou dcmaml, he 
may be taught to fetch. This may be done at 
lir.st by ])utting the i)a[)er in a cf )nspicuoiis 
place instcafl of giving it directly M tlie dog. 
who should be heltl. antl then rcleasetl with 
the command "fetch it," which he will do 
spontaneously. He should then be taken by 
degrees farther and farther away before be- 
ing released, till he has learnt to go back when 
ordered, but not beft)re. 

.After this it is ver\' easy to make him 
seek for himself the object shown him. it 
may be hidden in mure ant! m()re tlifficult 
positions till he has learnt Ui make a syste- 
matic search, in which of coui'se his nose, not 
his eyes, be his means f)f finding it. When 
he brings it, it shouhl always l)c taken from 
him with much jnaise for his success, but may 
be restored to him as soon as he has learnir 
that what he fetches is to be given up, not to 
lie retained as a plaything. Retrievuig any- 
thing thrown for him follows as a matter of 
course, and without any special tuitif)n as long 
as the work is confined to land. l\elric^•ing 
from water is. howevei', ;i \'er3- different juai- 
ler imless the flog has taken naturally to 
water. Even in that case it requires careful 
and persistent training. • 

One comes across a large number of young 
dogs, however, that arc very timid about en- 
tering the water; if forced in, they never over- 
come their fear; some, iiuleed, will never be- 
come water-dogs under any circumstances, hut 
most of them may be taught Xa lik-c it if only 
patience ami perseverance be usetl. 

The best wa}- of dealing with a dog th;it 
is afraid of the water is to take bun, with 
water-dogs, through shallow water in which 
he can walk, letting jiini see the others swim 
in a deeper part. When |ie seems quite at 
home in the water let him retrieve sticks 
thrown only where he can get them without 
going bej'ond his depth. After, a wdiile send 
into a little deeper water; in the excitement 
of chasing the stick, he \vill probably take to 
swimming almost unconsciously; should he 
"funk," send another dog for his stick. vSome- 
tinics even this fails, and I have then achieved 
success by having 'the dog brought out; and 



released on one side of a stream oi- poud tof:> 
deep lor him to cross willioui swimming, but 
shallow enough for him to walk intt), while f 
called him from the other side. \\ hen this 
fails, the only course J have found successful 
is to take the dog out for a run, and on the 
way home walk through an unbridgcfl stream, 
calling the dog to follow. You can give your 
dog no greater incentive than this, ami, if he 
tails to lollow, then he will |)rol)ar)lv nevci- 
make a water dog: at any rate, all the teach- 
ing will have to be gone over again from the 
very first stage. 

As a rule, Newfoundlands, retrievers, all 
spaniels and most shooting-dogs take to water 
naturally, as tlo foxhounds, otterhounds and 
the majority of others of the hound type. Col- 
lies and teriicrs vary according to tempera- 
ment and hauflling; but the collie, being of a 
highl}- ner\-ous constitution, is about the most 
difficult to train if at all shy of water. 

A\'hilc you are teaching the flog his flnties 
outdoors, his iufloor education must not be. 
neglected, it is amusing \o hear people who 
have never kept dogs talk of the difficulty in 
getting one that is house-broken. I have never 
had the slightest trouble in this respect, for 
the flogs are always shown as much consider- 
ation as one would give a yoimg chihl. If a 
flog has a natural amount of outdoor exercise, 
aufl is let out last thing at night and first 
ihing in the morning, luuhing moi-r, will, as 
a rule, be neetled. Should the dog, in spite 
of this care, prove neglectful, he must be pun- 
ished; but it must be remembered that pun- 
ishment is useless unless the culprit is caught 
in the act. 

1 take no interest in teaching a dog what 
are generally known as "tricks."' There are a 
few things, however, that are well worth 
your wdiilc to inculcate into the canine miufl, 
such as shutting the floor after him and will- 
ing his feet on the mat wdien he comes in. l)o 
not laugh, .1 am perfectlv' serious, and it is 
' fairly easy to obtain good results, altlioiigh 
shutting the door is perhaps the most difficult 
habit to form. Watch your dog scratch a, hole 
in the ground, and when ydu want hihi' to 
wipe his muddy paws, take hold of them and 
go through a similar movement, accompany- 
ing it at intervals by a short command, such 
as "scratch" or something similar. .Rcjietition 
and patience will tlo the rest, t^hutting the 
flocjr is more flifficult. I knew one big dog 
who always closed the door by backing against 



it, wdiercas others ha\'e closetl it by leaning ou 
it with their front jjaws. It is a matter on 
w hich one cannot fairly flogmatize ; choose 
yowr method and stick if) it. You must be 
])repared to spend a good deal of time and pa- 
tience over it. 

A x'ery desirable accomplishment in a dog 
that is one's constant companion is that of 
waiting for 3'ou when vou go into a house or 
s\\o\) where )Ou cannot take him. To teach 
him this, first, tie him uj) with as long a leash 
as possible, giving him some command such 
as "wait" or "guard." It is also advisable to 
gi\c him something that be is in habit of car- 
rying, or something from one's person, the 
scent of which will appeal to his fidelity, as 
this will make him more contented in one's 
absence. After a few^ times he may be tried 
without the leash, care being taken not to 
overstrain his patience at first. When once 
he unflcrstands that you always turn up again 
and do not desert him, he will wait contented- 
ly for hours. 



Horticultural Potpourri 

Old Favorites and Late Productions — Hints 
for the Daring Amateur 

Yucca Nitida. — This is one of several spe- 
cies of yucca wdiich form a striking feature of 
the coast vegetatiop of Southern California, 
the best known being Y. whipplei, long known 
in European gardens, particularly in the south, 
where it grows well and flowers freely. But 
in English gardens Y. whipplei is not a suc- 
cess; in this respect it is much inferior to the 
uew-er Y. nitida, wdiich first flowered at Kew 
about two years ago. This is one of the most 
beautiful of all tlie yuccas, the sword-shajied 
leaves, which form a jierfect rosette, being a 
vard long, flat, slightl}' sinuous, 2 inches wide 
at the base, tapering gradua,Uy to an acute 
horny brown tip. From the rosette the spike 
of floyvers rises erect to a height of 7 feet with 
ii isiieaf of flowers. eadr '3 inches across, yel- 
lowish white, with a purple tip ^to each of the 
starry segments, and very fragrant.'' The con- 
spicuous stamens and pistil are also white, the 
stigma being bright green. In this country 
Y. nitida requires the protection of a green- 
house, although it might be quite happy in the 
open air in the warmer parts of the south and

We have 'riot yet learned the full valtie of 
the yuccas, of which there are at least twenty 
species, nearly all natives of the Southern 
States, including Mexico, where they show a 
preference for dry places, such as sand dunes. 
They are all strikingly ornamental both in 
leaves and flowers, but except three or four 
they require a climate scarcely less mild than 
that of California or the Riviera. Their flow- 
ers have extraordinary structural adaptations' 
for fertilization by either certain kinds of birds 
or moths, and this no doubt accotints for their 
failure to ripen seeds under cultivation in gar- 
dens, Avhere the pollinating agents are absent. 
Some of them, however, have been artificially 
crossed, so that vvc have now a number of 
hybrid yuccas of garden origin. The oldest 
siiecies in a garden sense is Y. aloifolia, which 
has been cultivated in Europe since 160$. and 
is known in various forms, the best being 
known as tricolor, marginata, and purpurea. 



Prunus Serrulata. — One of the rnost strik- 
ing of the cherry trees which have been intro- 
diured into English gardens from China and 
Japan is named at Kew P. serrulata, and al- 
though botanists include it among the numer- 
ous forms of P. pscudo-cerasus. it has charac- 
ters which, for garden purposes at any rate, 
should keep it separate. There are, indeed, 
few more striking trees than this is when its 
stout long horizontal black-barked branches, 
short spurred, are laden with white flowers. 
Whether the peculiar pose and sturdiness of 
its branches is the outcome of a sport which 
the Japanese gardeners have perpetuated by 
grafting, we are unable to say, but the tree is 
quite striking enough to be worth including 
among the best of hardy spring flowering 
trees. No doubt the tree nurserymen in this 
country are able to supply young trees of it. 
P. seufio-cerasus is the flowering cherry which 
in sirring attracts a great deal of attention at 
Kew and elsewhere where it has been plant- 
ed for the sake of its flowers. "Some of the 
varieties, such as J. H. Veitch and watercri. 
have very large double flowers borne in big 
clusters all along the branches, and when at 
their best they are very fine indeed. The Jap- 
anese have cultivated this tree for centuries, 
and they recognize many varieties of it, which 
in their plant catalogues bear such names as 
"Skiro-fugcn," "Amanogama." "Mikuruma- 
gaycsha," etc. Most of them have large 'dou- 
ble flowers of different shades of pink or lilac, 
arid they s^re all "grown for the sake of their 
flowers oriij', the 'chtfi-j'' as a fruit being un- 
known in Japan. The trees grow to a large' 
.size, even up to 50 feet high, with trunks 3 
feet through, and they are largely- planted in 
avenues and groups in parks, public places, 
and even streets. ^Vhen they are in flower 
ill April the people make merry, even the court 
holding high festival. Their cherr}^ festivals 
appear to be something after the style 'Of our 
bank holidays. The double white form of our 
native sweet cherrj-- is a beautiful flowering 
tree, and these Japanese and Chinese therries 
are at least as beautiful and easy to grow, 
.y 

Japanese Irises. — The very numerous and 
beautiful clematic irises, with flowers measur- 
ing as much as 10 inches across, which have 
been derived from I. laevigata and I. setosa, 
aufl are known in gardens as I. kaempfcri, are 
universal favorites, but complete success in 
their cultivation is by no means so general as 
could be desired. This is because the requisite 
conditions are not everywhere understood. Wc 
have seen them planted in flry situations 
■where it was impossible that they should suc- 
ceed, and. again, the knowledge that they are 
moisture-loving plants is sometimes responsi- 
ble for their being given a sort of continual 
mud-pie treatment, with almost equally un- 
satisfactor\- results. The Japanese trade grow- 
ers state that they grow I. kacmpferi in the 
rice fieltls. antl a])ply a tlrcssing of cow manure 
fuicc a month from Xovcmbcr to r^larch, ceas- 
ing this application when the foliage api)ears 
and letting in water to the depth of i inch 
Ifi 3 inches. To this it should be added that 
the fielfls are drainetl in winter, it being dis- 
astrous to allow water to remain about the 
crowns during that season of the year. But 
rice-field conditions are rarely present in gar- 
dens in this country, and we recommend that 
in preference to planting in extremely wet sit- 
uations, as on the very edge of ponds, the need 
for moisture should be met by mulching and 
l)y frequent heavy waterings during the sea- 
son of growth. The number of \-arieties of 
I. Icaempferi is quite bewildering, aud the pro- 
curing of a large selection may well leatd to 
less fortunate results than the growing of a 
few in greater numbers. If the colors are 
mixed up anyhow they do not look So well as 
when grown separately in groups. Jt is said 
that a great many inferior varieties are sold 
by the use of such finc-sounding JajjanesC 
names as Kumono-no-sora (sky amidst the' 
cloud) and Gekka-no-nami (waves under 
moonlight), with descriptions of their mark- 
ings running to several lines in length. Most 
people prefer the self-cob )refl kinds. ' '' '

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SEARCHING THE SCRIPTURES. 

Jesus had healed a man on the Sabbath 
Day and the J ews sought to kill him. Then 
ilc spoke tci them of tils mission, and in the 
course of His address said: "Search the Scrip- 
tures, for in them ye think ye have eternal 
life ; and tliey are tiiey which testify of Me. ' 
Many people construe this into a command to 
read the Bible, but it cannot mean that for 
there was no Bible in existence at that time. 
The New Testament had not been written; the 
Jewish scriptures had not been collated into a 
single book, and they embraced many writings 
not included in the Old Testament. The ex- 
pression (|uotod means just what it says, nci- 
tlier more nor less. It was as though Me 
should have said: You do not believe Me; look 
into the writings of your race and you will see 
|)roof of what I say. Jesus did not ask those 
who followed Him to believe in Him because 
of what the Scriptures said, but because of 
what He Himself said and did. If reading the 
Bible had been essential to the development 
of Christianity, its jirogress would have been 
very slow, for it is im]iossiblc that many copies 
of the Old Testament coulil ha\-c l)een a\-ail- 
able to the early Christians. .Moreover to any 
people except the Jews the ancient Jewish 
\vritings would have carried very little autlior- 
ity. Even if they did, their reproduction in 
sufficient numbers to have come into popular 
use was absolutely out of the question. The 
same is true of the books of the New Testa- 
ment, when they came to be written. Besides 
the impossibility of obtaining the books, there 
is the further difficulty that probably only a 
small proportion of the early Christians could 
read, and certainly those who could, unless 
they were Jews, would be unable to read the 
Hebrew writings, and the probability that 
translations were common is too absurd to 
consider. We seem, therefore, driven to the 
conclusion that while the Jewish scriptures 
testified of Jesus. Christianity at the outset 
did not rest upon the Bible, and this must have 
been the case for man}' centuries. Its basis 
was individual experience, church tradition and 
church, authority. Reading the Bible as a 
guide to daily life is a comparatively modern 
practice. 

While the judicious reading of the Bible is 
of the greatest value, it is a mistake to delve 
in it for the purpose of spelling out doctrine. 
This has led to the multiplication of sects, 
some of which have been of. a very highly ob- 
jectionable.character. Fanatics seize upon cer- 
tain texts and organize so-called religious so- 
cieties around them, "fhere has been a good 
deal of bloodshed because of different mean- 
ings attached to certain expression in the Bible. 
Christianity does not rest upon a book or any 
set of books. It is nothing if it is not a vital 
force of itself, which would be jusl as effective 
as it is now for the regeneration of humanity, 
if every Bible in the world were destroyed. St. 
Peter found it necessary to warn the early 
Church against misreading the Scripture, for 
in his General Epistle, after referring to the 
letters of St. Paul, he said: "In which are 
some things hard to be understood, which they 
that are unlearned and unstable wrest, as they 
do other scriptures to their own destruction." 
Therefore he advised his fellow Clirislians 
to rely upon their own knowledge and 
to "grow in grace." It was not necessary 
for them to speculate over the difficult things 
that had been written for their instruction. One 
might almost feel justified in saying that St. 
Peter was not himself quite clear what St. Paul 
meant sometimes. But of one thing he was 
sure, namely, that there is such a thing as the 
Grace of God in which a man may grow, if he 
profits by his own knowledge. 

It has been said above that Christianity is 
a vital force of itself, that carries within itself 
its own demonstration. It is not necessary to 
tell a man, who has felt the touch of the Spirit 
of Christ, that there is such a S[)irit. It doubt- 
less was necessary in preaching ilie Gosi)ci to 
the fc\s's to refer iheni to what their historians, 
poets and prophets had written. That was the 
only way in which a people, who held to the 
Messianic tradition, could be convinced that 
the Messiah had come. There are a few in- 
stances in which the Apostles, writing to Gen- 
tile churches, spoke of what had been foretold 
in the Hebrew scriptures, St. Paul refers to 
these writings three times in his Epistle to the 
Romans and once in his First lipistle to the 
Corinthians. W'c arc told that the Jews at 
Thessalonica searched the scrijjturcs diligent- 
ly in which study nut a few Cireeks joined 
them ; but speaking as a general proposition re- 
ferences to the scriptures are rare in those 
parts of the New Testament which were si)e- 
cially addressed to the Gentiles. If today 
Christianity depended upon the Bible for its 
sanction, it would fail to hold the hearts of 
men. Those who scoff at it because they say 
it rests only upon a set of writings, the authen- 
ticity of which cannot be successfully estali- 
lishetl, mistake its real foundation, although 
they arc not without excuse in the preacijing 
of many muiisters of the Gospel for doing so. 
Neither does Christianity rest upon the 
Ghui-ch, although the existence of the Church 
through many centuries proves that there is 
behind it a |-jotcnt agency. We must not for- 
get that Islam has lived only a half dozen cen- 
turies less than Christianity, and that it has its 
sacred book. The proof of the truth of Chris- 
tianity is to be found in the lives of those who 
profess it, not simply as a matter of form, but 
as the guiding principle of their lives. It is 
proved by its power of rc^'.eneration. It is 
proved by individual experience. It is proved 



by the history of mankind since it was first 
preached. One may sometimes feel justified in 
thinking that if there had been less delving 
into the scriptures to find out therein the se- 
crets of God, and men had been more content 
to search their own hearts; if instead of hunt- 
ing for glimmers of truth coming down in an 
uncertain way from the past, men had opeiied 
their hearts and minds to the beams of divine 
truth; if instead of endeavoring to determine 
what the imperfect records of what some per- 
sons said a long time ago meant, greater effort 
had been made to find out the experience of 
contemporaries; if, in short, Christianity had 
been treated as a living force having its opera- 
tion in the minds ami hearts of j)eoplc in all 
ages and all countries and not simply an in- 
ference from what some one wrote a long 
time ago, the world would be much better than 
it is. it is well to read the Bible, for it is full 
of valuable experiences, splendid advice and 
much divine teaching; but the Bible is not the 
basis of Christianity. It is only a useful ad- 
junct to it. Depend ui)on it the Gospel which 
fcsus came to preach is not merely something 
that is written in a hook. It is a real thing, as 
real in the sjiiritual world as the attracliiMi of 
gravitation is in the pli\sical world. It is a 
real agency that has sur\ ived all the misinter- 
pretations of scripture with which its progress 
has been handicapped. It is steadily rising su- 
perior to the thwarting influences of human 
ignorance and prejudice. In a purer, simpler 
and more potent form than ever it is about to 
revolutionize the world.

CHOCZIM AND VIENNA. 

There is no finer figure in the Seventeenth 
Century than John Zobieski. King of Poland, 
from 1674 to 1696. Previous to his election to 
that office he had been lletman, an office 
which has fallen into disuse, but was of scarce- 
ly less importance than that of king. He was 
born in 1624, his father, James, being a man of 
wealth, station and education. John and his 
brother Mark were highly educated and sent 
abroad to improve their minds with travel. 
They were recalled home by the death of their 
father in 1648. At this time the fortunes o£ 
Poland were at a low ebb. The Turks had in- 
vaded the country from the south and so suc- 
cessful were their ojierations that it seemed 
only to be a matter <>f a few months before the 
staiulard of the Crescent would wave over l.'.u- 
ro]3e from the Mediterranean to the I'altic. 
Hungary had already been overwhelmed and 
Austria was in deadly fear of a like fate, but 
the Turks refrained from pushing the latter 
country to the wall, preferring to strengthen 
their position by conquering Poland. The 
brothers Zobieski by their courage and exam- 
l)le revived the hopes of their countrymen and 
collecting an army, met the Turks in several 
engagements, in one of which Mark was killed. 
John became more resolute than ever. His 
splendid courage gained him the arlmiration of 
his own i:)eople antl struck- terror into the 
hearts of the Cossacks and Tatcrs, who were 
hovering ou the eastern bonlers of his king- 
dom, ready to second the efforts of the 
Turks to overwhelm him. On November 11, 
iCi/^, he met the whole Turkish force at Choc- 
zim. and administered a tremendous defeat, 
the Turks retreating after lca\-ing 28.000 men 
(lead on the field. The result of this engage- 
ment was to free Poland fnuM fear of Turkish 
suiircniac}', and the ])Cople in their enthusiasm 
flemanded that lie should become king, and on 
.May 21, 1(174. lie \s-as crowned at Cracow. Con- 
trary to the usual custom of the Poles, his wife, 
Maria Cassimir Louisa Lagrange d'Arguien, 
was crowned with him. This lady was very 
haughty, and when her demand for recognition 
by the royal house of F^rance was rejected be- 
cause Louis XIV. declined to acknowledge an 
elected king as the e(|nal of qne who reigned 
hy hereditary right, she became so enraged 
against him that she persuaded her husband to 
ally himself with Leopold, ernperor of .Austria, 
rather than with tlic I'reiich king. This result 
of wounded pride had a ])otent effect upou the 
history of Europe, as will now appear. Louis 
XIV. was desirous of universal dominion in 
Europe, and therefore, while he did not quite 
encourage the operations of the Turks against 
his eastern neighbor, took no stei)s to prevent 
them. .Some historians claim that he incited 
the invasion of Austria in ifi.S^ hy the Sultan 
Mahomet, but his apologists claim that his 
nnlv object was to permit matters to come to 
such a climax that Lcopr)ld wiudd be foixed 
t(.) call upon him for aid, and he could then 
rally all the forces of Christendom and save it 
from Islam, whereupon he hopetl to place upon 
his brow an imperial crown. He endeavored 
to persuade Zobieski to refrain from going to 
Leopold's assistance, even when the Turks 
were encamped under the walls of N'ienua it- 
self. He assured him that the Turks would 
he content with overthrowing Austria, but Zo- 
bieski refused to listen and gathering his 
forces, marched to the relief (if Vienna. That 
city was almost in extremities. T\s'enty-four 
times had the heroic garrison made sorties in 
the hope of breaking the enemy's lines, but in 
vain. Eighteen times had they repelled Turk- 
ish assaults. On September 10 the Turks 
blew up a great portion of the wall, and were 
preparing to enter the city when the banners 
of Zobieski were seen upon the nearby hill of 
Kahlcn, and his artillery were heard firing a 
salute to the besieged Austrians. The Turks 
no longer dared attempt to enter the city, but 
prepared themselves to meet the new foe. Zo- 
bieski waited four days before striking, and on 
the morning of Sunday, September 15, he at- ' 



tended mass at daybreak, knighted his son in 
commemoration of the victory, wdiich he was 
confident of winning, exhorted his officers to 
emulate the glories of Choczim and told them 
that he was about to lead them to the salva- 
tion of Christendom, All day was spent in 
preparing for the actual struggle, which began 
early on the following morning. The <jattle 
lasted all day and the Turkish force was brok- 
en by the personal valor of Zobieski, who, as 
one historian says, at a critical moment, lead 
a charge "with all the fury of a hurricane." 
The Turks fled from the field and Vienna was 
saved. But there was a vast Moslem army that 
had not yet taken i)art in the battle and Zobi- 
eski called his officers tog^-'thcr to decide if 
they should continue the fight that day or wait 
until morning, when a messenger arrived say- 
ing that panic had seized the Turks, who de- 
serted their camp, leaving behind them 300 
pieces of artillery, 5,000 tents, money amount- 
ing to 15,000,000 crowns, arms studded with 
jewels and an incalculable amount of other 
booty. Thus was Vienna relieved from the 
Turks for the first time in one hundred and 
forty years. .N'eedless to say Zobieski was 
hailed as a deliverer by the jieoplc of .\ustria. 
rCvery honor that could be tlevised was show- 
ered upon him. When Leopold returned to 
his capital — he had fled at the first sign of dan- 
ger — he treated Zobieski with great hauteur, 
which the latter completely ignored, and leav- 
ing the emperor to recover his prestige with 
his subjects as best he could, followed the re- 
treating Turks until he had driven them be- 
yond the Danube." 

While Zobieski possessed great qualities 
as an administrator, he had very little opjjor- 
tunity to exercise them, being so occupied in 
wars. fie foresaw that his kingdom would 
not long survive him, and foretold its partition 
among the neighboring powers a century be- 
fore Catherine of Russia destroyed its inde- 
pendence on the field of Maciejovitsy. But 
though the name of Poland has disappeared 
from among the nations, all Christendom owes 
her and her greatest king an eternal debt of 
^gratitude.

GREAT INVENTIONS. 

If a piece of amber is rubbed quickly and 
then placed near a light object, such as a scrap 
of paper or a small piece of a dried leaf, it will 
attract it. The name of amber in Greek is 
electron, and that is the root of our word elec- 
tricity. That the existence of this property 
in amber was known very long ago is certain, 
for Theophrastus, who who wrote in 321 B. 
C, mentions it. How long before his time it 
had been observed cannot be told. Neither is 
there any means of telling if, in former civiliz- 
ations, mankind was aware of the jiropcrtics 
of electricity and made use of them. If we 
accept the theory that myths are oidy dis- 
torted history, there ;ire some things that can 
lie better exjilained by sui)posing the use of 
electricity to ha"e been known long before 
the beginning of history and to have been for- 
gotten than in any other way. but all that is 
pure guess work. The Greeks knew of the 
electric power of the torpedo, and cases are 
mentioned in ancient writing where the elec- 
trical pro[)erties of tlie hninan body had been 
observed: Wolimer, king of the Cioths, could 
emit electrical sparks from his own body, and 
there is an account preserved of a philosf)]iher, 
whose clothes crackled and emitted sparks, 
when he was undressing, and from whose 
body flames, that did not consume anything, 
occasionally issued. But these demonstrations 
of force remained to the ancients only sub- 
jects of curiosit}'. No one seems to have .sus- 
pected that they bore any relation to lightning. 
It was not until the latter part of the Six- 
teenth Century that an attempt was made to 
collate the known or readily ascertainable 
facts bearin.g on the subject and draw infer- 
eiu'cs from them. Dr. Gilbert, of Colchester, 
who was born in ]^.\.o. was the first to do 
this; his efforts seem to ha\e been directed to 
ascertaining what substances possessed this 
power, and his mf)st lasting contribution to the 
science was the name, which was his invention. 
Gilbert discovered that the condition of the 
atmosphere had .something to do with the 
electrification of substances by the primitive 
means at his disposal. It may be mentioned 
that he dcvelo|)ed electricity by rubbing, and 
therefore our tlynanios are only an application 
of the fundninnUal princi])lc known to the 
Creeks more than two tluiusand \ears ago. 
Other experimenters followed in Gilbert's foot- 
steps, each adding a little to the meagre store 
of knowledge on the subject, among them be- 
ing Sir Isaac Newton, In 1705 Hawksbee, in 
the course of some' experiments, observed dim 
flashes of light, and he suggested their resem- 
blance to lightning, which ajjpcars to have 
been the first time that the identity of force 
generated by friction, and the atmospheric 
electrical dis])lays were observed. Three 
years later Dr. Wall, hax'ing developed strong 
electric s|)arks, which he f)l)servcrl were ac- 
comjianied with a crackling sound, suggested 
that they were similar to lightning and tlum- 
fler. The first great stej) in advance' v\ra,s made 
in Ty2cj by Stephen Grey, who ascertaiii'ed tirat 
electricity could be conveyed from one point to 
another. In connection with an associate 
named Wheeler, he transmitted it over a wire 
for a distance of 886 feet. He also proved 
that water would transmit it. The next dis- 
covery of imjjortancc was made a few years 
later by Dufay, who ascertained that there 
were tw.o kinds of electricity, one that attracts 
and another repels. About the middle of the 



Eighteenth Century several investigators 
foinid that highly inflammable substances 
could be ignited by the electric spark. 

The year 1745 marked a new departure in 
electrical discovery, for it was then that the 
Leyden jar was invented. Muschenbrook, of 
Leydcn, thought that if he enclosed electrified 
bodies in a non-conducting fluid they would 
retain their electricity, and found that his sur- 
mise was correct. Some French experiment- 
ers charged a Leyden jar and transmitted el- 
ectricity from it a distance of 12,000 feet, and 
in 1747 Sir William Watson used electricity 
to explode gunpowder in a musket. Bcnjainin 
i'Vanklin gave much attention to the new 
science, and in June, 1752, performed his cele- 
brated kite experiment. The only practical 
result of his investigations was the invention 
of lightning rods. Simultaneously with Frank- 
lin, European savants were experimenting 
with atmospheric electricity, using iron rods 
instead of a kite. Professor Richman, of St. 
Petersburg, was killed while conducting one 
of these trials. Approaching too near the rod, 
his head became enveloped in a bluish flame, 
and he died instantly. In 1800 Volta invented 
the Voltaic or Galvanic pile, and identified the 
electricity thus produced with that resulting 
from friction. In the same year Nicholson 
and Carlisle decomposed water by use of a 
Voltaic pile, and seven years later Sir Hum- 
phrey Davy revolutionized chemistry by em- 
ploying electricity for analytic purposes in bis 
laboratory. Other names to be remembered 
in this connection are: Ampere, Faraday, Ar- 
ago, Grassmann, Neumann, Helmboltzi, See- 
beck, Weber, Siemens, Wheatstone, Ohm and 
many others, and, perhaps chief among them. 
Sir \Villiam Thomi)son. 

The electric telegraph was first proposed 
by Grey in 1753. He suggested the use of 
twenty-six wires, each representing a letter of 
the alphabet. It was a workable toy. In 
1797 Lomond proposed the use of a single 
wire and an alphabet of motions. Reisc 
about the same time suggested the use of the 
electric spark for purposes of communication. 
When the Voltaic pile was invented, experi- 
ments in telegraphy became more frequent, 
and Farraday suggested a means of applying 
it, which was taken up by Steinhall and 
brought to considerable perfection. In 1835 
Morse invented the recording telegraph, which 
is the foundation of t|ie modern system of 
telegraphy. 

Wheatstone made the first discovery in tele- 
phony in 1831, when he found that, by con- 
necting the sounding board of two musical in- 
struments by a pine rod, music played upon 
the one instrument would be reproduced by 
the other. In 1837 Page, of Salem, Mass., 
drew attention to the fact that sound could be 
transmitted by means of electrically charged 
wires. In 1854 Boursel, of Paris, suggested 
the transmission of sound by means of a flexi- 
ble plate operating in connection with an elec- 
trically charged wire, and almost simultane- 
ously Reis described in a lecture a device 
whereby he could produce consonants readily, 
but not vowels in equal degree. At this stage 
Bell api)cared on the scene. He had the ad- 
vantage of knowing that sound coidd he 
transmitted electrically, and he devoted him- 
self to the production of an iiistrtmicnt that 
would transmit it accurately. In this he suc- 
ceeded so completely that his invention is re- 
garded as the acme of telephonic instruments. 
Edison, Grey and others have devised varia- 
tions of Bell's transmitter and receiver; but 
just as the credit for the introduction of prac- 
tical telegraphy must be given to Morse, so 
that of practical telephony must be giver, to 
I'.elh 

As will appear from what has been said 
above, the production of light by means of 
electricity was one of the earliest results of 
systematic experiment, but a long time elapsed 
before practical use was made of the know- 
ledge. In 1862 a lighthouse at Dungeness 
was fitted with an electric light, which is the 
first case of its practical application. Inven- 
tors were encouraged by its success to perse- 
vere, and by 1876 two methods of producing 
the light were shown at the Centennial Ex- 
position at Philadelphia. Two years later 
Brush devised a special form of dynamo and 
lamp, and the Thompson-Houston system was 
developed about the same time. lidison's 
great contribution to this field was the incan- 
descent lamp, which he first exhibited in 1870). 
One had been invented as long ago as 1845 by 
a young F.nglishman, who obtained a patent 
for it, but he died shortly after and nothing of 
practical value was done with it. 

The first known electric railway was made 
by a Vej-mont blacksmith, named Davenport, 
in 1835. Three years later Davidson, of Ab- 
erdeen, made an electric locomotive for use on 
ordinary railways, which ran successfully. In 
1879 an electric railway, 1000 feet long, was 
successfully operated in Berlin. In 1883 Sei- 
niens and Halskc biiilt a railway operated by 
a third rail and another oi)crated by an over- 
head wire. In 1884 the first practical trolly 
line was opened in the United States. It was 
in Omaha. Storage batteries came into use 
in 1900.; 

It is unnecessary to speak of the invention 
of wireless telegraphy and wireless telephony, 
for these are so recent that, every one is more 
or less familiar with their story. The interest- 
ing point brought out by the facts as above 
stated is that, although mankind knew for 
thousands of years that there was such a thing 
as electricity, its practical use is of very recent 
date, and its application has broadened with a 
speed that is simply amazhig. The applica- 



tion of electricity to mechanical purposes 
seems, likely to revolutionize the conditions .of 
mankind as much as did the invention ,. of a 
means of producing artificial fire. ^ ,• * 
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The Scots. 

When Rome in the height of her strength 
and power, was extending her dominion over 
all the then civilized world, Julius Caesar 
commenced the conquest of Britain in the year 
55 B.. C. More than a century later, Agricola 
visited the Island and reduced the Britons to 
the condition of colonists. It was not until this 
year that the war for the coiupicst of Scotland 
was begun, a war- that was to cost the Romans 
very dear, and to result at last in the discom- 
fiture and defeat of the armies of the great 
Em])ire. 

Four years passed before the barbarians in 
the southern part of Scotland were to any ex- 
tent subdued, and in 84 Agricola undertook the 
subjection of Caledonia in the north. The in- 
habitants of this part of the country were call- 
ed "the men of the woods" as they lived for the 
most part in the open and were renowned for 
their strength and valor. Many of their south- 
ern compatriots having joined them rather 
than submit to the supremacy of the Roman 
eagles, they formed a formidable army and 
marched against Agricola with the famous 
chief Galgacus at their head. A great battle 
was fought under the shadow of the Gram- 
pian Hills, and though the Romans gained a 
nominal victory they were so reduced in' num- 
bers that they were compelled to retreat to 
their ships before the Caledonians should have 
time to rally and make an attack upon them, 
the outcome of which would have probably 
meant disaster to the invaders. After Agri- 
cola's departure, in order to make sure of his 
conquest of at least the southern portion of 
Scotland many forts were erected in these wild 
districts, and roads were built through, marsh 
and moor. But so unconquerable ' were the 
hardy and fierce Caledonians, that about thirty 
years later even the forts proved .insufficient 
protection against the constantly uprising bar- 
barians, and the Emperor Adrian was forced to 
construct a great wall, reaching from the Tync 
to the Solway, in order to repel further at- 
tacks. Later still, in the reign of Antoninc a 
second wall was built as a means of more com- 
])lete protection, though this wall and the 
country beyond seem to have been abandoned 
later by the Romans as the irrepressible Cale- 
donians became an endless source of trouble, 
refusing to admit defeat or to acknowledge the 
Roman supremacy. » 

One wonders wdiy the Emperors of Rome 
should have considered the subduing of these 
wild districts of so much importance. But the 
powerful le.gions of the great Empire no doubt 
felt the keen disgrace of being set at defiance 
by a few handfuls of untaught, undisciplined 
men, and consideretl no sacrifice too great if 
they could accomplish their subjection once 
for all. So in 208 we find the Emperor Sever- 
us at the head of a large army of picked troops 
marching against the Caledonians iii order fin- 
ally to conquer them. But the many difficul- 
ties to be overcome during the march, the 
bridges and roads to be built, so delayed the 
invaders, that they were wasted and fatigued 
by the time an open battle was possible. In 
the meantime the Caledonians fell upon them 
on the flanks and rear, and were successful in 
greatly lessening the strength of the army. At 
length, however, having arri\-ed at tlie Firth 
of Forth, Severus was able to make a peace 
with the barbarians, and having concluded 
what he thought had been a successful inva- 
sion, the aged Roman, then in his seventieth 
year, returned to York. 

Just before his death he was infonned that 
the Caledonians had again risen, and he gave 
orders that another attack should be made 
upon them. But his commands were not car- 
ried out, and his son returned to the "men of 
the woods" the land which his father was suji- 
posed to have acquired for Rome. .So the boast 
of Scotland that she was never under the do- 
minions of the otherwise all-conquering Ro- 
mans, is no vain one, the Caledonians were 
not subdued, and the northern and western 
Highlands were never even invaded. 

We learn that in the fifth century there 
were two great and powerful tribes inhabiting 
North Britain or Scotland. There were known 
as the Picts ami the .Scots. The Romans 
called the Picts the "paiiiterl men" because 
the)' stained their bodies w'xlh wirious colour- 
ed ])igments. They belonged to the tribes 
that had their territory outside the Roman 
walls and had always been free men. The 
.Scots were of Irish origin and came to Scot- 
land in the fifth century with Fergus, son of 
Eric, as their king,, Both the Picts and Scots 
were, of a very fierce ami warlike nature. They 
allowed their hair to grow and plaited it, and 
matted it. into' a sort of helmet with which 
they could protect their faces when necessary. 
'Phcy lived in houses made of wattles, a siiccics 
of reed, or else in holes in the .ground wdiich 
they reached hy long, lorttious, undergroiuid 
passages. They also built a rude kind of fort 
for protection in time of war. The Picts 
knew something of farming, the Scots on the 
contrary lived almost entirely on the projJuce

. THE LESSONS OF THE CENTURIES 

ij To the student of hrstory, one who views 
. ■■;^ the progress, of the world through the light 
' afforded by the making of great epochs^P&ther 
than the scanty and unsatisfactory informa- 
tion gleaned from the study of the reigns of 
kings, there is one fact very evident, and that 
is that over-civilization has been the -cause 
of the overthrow of all the great nations of 
the rise and fall of which wc have authentic 
records. We can form no fair estimate of 
the world's progress or retrogression unless^ 
we take into consideration events from the 
very dawn of history. In the light of the great 
age of our planet, and the hundreds of cen- 
turies during which man has had dominion 
over the brute creation, the few thousand 
years of which we have any adequate knowl- 
edge of his doings are a comparatively small 
number. 

Several times in the histor}' of the world a 
barbarous people have swe])t down upon 
thickly settled and civilized countries, and 
in spite of all absence of methodical or uni- 
form training, in spite of utter lack of dis- 
cipline, they have proved terrible antagonists, 
driving enormous armies of well-drilled sol- 
diers before them, assailing so-thought ini- 
l)regnable fortifications, laying waste cities 
and farmlands, lea\'ing everywhere death and 
blood behind them, until finally they have be- 
come the acknowledged conquerors of the 
countries they invaded, and, from having en- 
joyed the fruit" of civilization, the vanquished 
nations have been plunged again into the 
darkness consequent upon the rule of the 
barbarians, and all the past progress towards 
enlighteunicnt has served to l;rightcn that 
darkness not at all. 

For one of tlie first of ihe many instances 
in ancient history of such victories we have 
only to read the familiar account of the fall 
of Babylon, tliat wonderful city of biblical 
fame, of five and forty miles in length, and 
with walls so strong and wide that six chariots 
could be drawn abreast upon them. 

China, the oldest country in the' world, 
Avhose history begins at a period to which no 
prudent historian can give a date, affords an- 
other illustration of the triumph of a semi- 
savage people over a comparatively civilized 
country. Ghengis Khan was the name of one 
of the greatest conquerors the world has ever 
seen. It was he who established Mongolian 
rule in China. 

- For still another record in this series of 
"tli'e'^Overthrovv of- civilization, we may refer 
tb the fall of the Roman Empire. Never in 
the annals of time had there been a civiliza- 
tion to equal that which flourished during the 
Roman supremacy, never in the anna's of 
time was there an overthrow more terrible 
nor more complete than that accomplished by 
the downs"^vecp from the North of the hosts 
of Goths and Vandals and lluns, when the 
whole of enlightened Europe was forced to 
acknowledge the barbarians the masters, when 
again the black shadow of savage ignorance 
was upon all people, and remained upon them 
until Christianity forced a ray of light into the 
darkness. 

Nearly two thousand years have elapsed 
since the last triunipli of barbarism over civ- 
ilization, and ^vc can look back now with un- 
prejudiced eyes and unbiased judgment, to 
endeavor to learn, if possible, the reason for 
a victory of ignorance over knowledge, which 
to US in the light gf all ethical teaching seems 
little short of an impossibility. 

Babylon was a wonderful city, beautiful 
as the dream of a poet. Her natural sur- 
roundings were lovely beyond description ; her 
palaces and their wonderful hanging gardens 
more marvelous even than the magnificent 
dwellings of the caliphs in the long-dead but 
famous cit}- of Bagdad. The delights of her 
architecture should have pro\-cd an incentive 
to worthy li\Mng; her scenic environment an 
inspiration to noble deeds. Hut it was not so. 
liistory has told us of the wickedness within 
her brazen gates, of the licentiousness of her 
luxury-loving potentates, of the ilepravity of 
all her people. Babylon was only a wdiitcd 
sepulchre full of the sin which is worse than 
death. And so the hosts of Cyrus, a scnii- 
savage peojilc, wlio Icncw no luxur_\', and none 
of the refinements of ci\'ilized life, who lived 
in the oj^en and lox'etl Nature as a mother, 
whose mad, glad blood, coursing in riotous 
health through their veins, spurred them to 
action swift, powerful, irresistible, swept 
down upon Babylon the fair, and their lust 
for victory was not satiated until the country 
of 'their invasion was black with the smoke 
of her biu-ning palaces, and her streets red 
with the blood of her people. 

The Mongols, "brave men," came from the 
North. The moimtaiu fastnesses had been 
their home for generations. They despised 
all civilization as effeminate, and cultivated 
only those arts which pertained to warfare 
and the chase. Their physical strength was 
indomitable, inspiring them to deeds of dar- 
ing, and firing them with utter fearlessness of 
bodily harm. All civilized China fell prey to 
their onslaughts under Ghengis IChan and was 
forced to acknowledge Mongolian supremacy. 

The savage German tribes who conquered 
the Roman Empire, were a people of wonder- 
ful strength, physically and morally. Of the 
Norsemen wc arc told that so hardy were they 
that 0]ie of their principal pastimesjwas .slid- 
ing down the glaciers, half-naked, upon their 
shields* A race of giaiit^ were they, inured 
#4ll iivatiiief 6f hardships, -ind of great physi- 
cal courage. Hatlrt^ the limitations of cities, 
they built none and destrdyed all of th0se'"ifi 



a :land Vwhere living was such /.a . delight. 
.Briyen a\v;ay again and again. by'tHe Romans, 
they,, gathered together in cokntless num- 
bers, andfswept down upon Etirppe, -wiping 
but' the civilization of 'centuries, alcivilization, 
however, that' had become corrupt, fostered 
by a people grown weak' as a result of evil and 
licentious living. 

These three instances are only chosen out 
of the many examples that history affords us 
of similar triumphs of barbarism over civiliza- 
tion. The question confronts us awaiting our 
answers "What condition of men and men's 
affairs made such victories jiossible? ■ We 
have on the one hand a people weakened, 
phj'sically and morally, from the effects of un- 
natural living, their mental ability of an ex- 
ceptional order, but proving of no use what- 
ever when it came to a question of physical 
endeavor, their very incapacity rendering them 
something less than fearless, though they 
fought with a courage ever so great. Upon 
the other hand, we have a race fresh from the 
hands of nature, superbly endowed with 
strength of limb and sinew, from the very per- 
fection of their health incapable of contem- 
plating or accepting defeat. In a word, it 
was the warfare of health against disease, and 
it is owing to the fact that the barbarians 
conquered and infused their own life-giving 
blood into the sick peoples of the over-civil- 
ized world that the European nations have 
so fit a race of men today. 

liistory is of no use unless we can derive 
from it some knowledge which shall enable 
us from the contemplation of the past to bet- 
ter our own present conditions. One of the 
first lessons that we learn from the centuries 
gone by is that unless a nation can preserve 
a more or less perfect standard of physical 
health, no matter what her other attainments, 
she will be unable to grapple successfully 
with a powerful foe of lesser mental endow- 
ments b,ut of greater physical strength. 

The time has come to us in America to 
face the same sort of problem which of old 
confronted Babylon, China and the Roman 
Empire. .'\ foreign people, hundreds of mil- 
lions of them, are knocking at our gates. Like 
the Goths, the Vandals and the Huns, they 
come ])caceably enough, attracted by our wide 
pleasant lands, seeking to make new homes for 
themselves in this country of unlimited rich- 
ness and fertility. They are an inferior race, 
these foreigners, we lik? to tell ourselves. 
They know cornparatiyely little of the case, 
the delights, the refinements OjE civilization. 
They arc unenlightened as to' IrAve . religion. 
They have made little or no progress iii the 
sciences or the arts. We can quite well af- 
ford to despise them perhaps. So men of 
affairs decline to consider the problem seri- 
ously and lay it upon the table for future dis- 
cussion. Meantime the menace of the bar- 
barians, which threatened the civilizations 'of 
old, hovers above us in what we are pleased 
to think is the security of our cities. Woman, 
the illogical, intuitive half of mankind, won- 
ders why she wakens in the night with a sud- 
den smothered cry and throws her arm pro- 
tectingly about her babe. Is it that the 
mothers of the generations to come feel the 
instinct even now to shelter those who shall 
be born to struggle? Or is the struggle near- 
er and shall the children of today see and feel 
the horror, the suffering, the despair, that He 
behind the threatening menace? 

If the hundreds of millions of Cliincsc, 
Japanese and Hindus know little of the de- 
lights of civilization, they know little of the 
enormous amount of suffering it entails upon 
the vast majority. They know nothing of 
the over-crowding of the great cities where 
sunlight and fresh air can only be had by the 
comparative few, where labor is sickeningly 
scarce, and where the great, gaunt army of the 
unemployed increases every hour. If they are 
unenlightened as to true religion, they at least 
cannot be embittered by the knowledge of the 
constant dissensions among the so-called re- 
ligious bodies, nothing of the bigotry, the 
jealousy, the insincerity of mau}^ of those in 
authority, nothing of the pitiful need of Chris- 
tian charity in places under the very shadow 
of the Church itself, a need that, because it 
goes unsnpplied, entails the starvation of all 
moral health. If they have made little or no 
progress in our arts and sciences, history tells 
us that centuries ago the Chinese had achicx'cti 
scientific results in me<licinc and tlic mechani- 
cal arts of which wc today are totally ignor- 
ant, to our great disadvantage. We may de- 
spise these foreigners as we will, and yet if 
we compare them physically with ourselves 
they do not suffer by the comparison. It 
would be utterly impossible for a white man 
to live, given the same conditions under which 
the yellow races flourish. The majority of 
these latter can thrive on a handful of rice 
a day. They can travel on foot for days in 
wcatlicr that would mean prostration of a 
white man in a few hours. They know little 
or nothing of the luxury that effeminates, and 
their religion makes a warrior's death a bless- 
ing to be desired. They may be an inferior 
people, but there are many millions of them, 
and they have a natioi^al health, standard that 
we cannot hope even iii tlie efforts of gener- 
ations to attain. In the light of the tragedies 
of the past can wc afford to set aside the 
problem they have set us to solve? 

The first lesson for a people to learn is - 
that they must maintain .1 good national 
health standard at any cost. What matter 
if the population of our cities grows but slow- 
ly ? Over-crowding. nteans the. lack olE -.all es- 
sential, God-given ■ e\'ttrj;^ti&^^^ rhal^e life 
worth living, and We liav^ ''.uhlim^^ of 
IMthirMhW Ib'veliheW/' wh'eV^ ' tH^re is'"aitiit>le 
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room for each man to get Jiis- share of wind 
arid raiii arid sunUght and the breath of flow- 
ers... .Over-crowding- means perpetual hurry, 
pahiful; competition, lack pf spiritual inspir- 
ation, incapacity for" true enjoyment. Over- 
crowding means vice, disease, poverty and 
death. Given health; we can battle gloriously 
against the greatest odds. Given health, with 
the help of ,God, we can take our stand against 
the threatening millions and preserve oui" 
country for our children arid bur children's 
children. j 



THE BOOK OP THE WEEK REVIEWED 

"The Bride of the Mistletoe"— -Mr. James Lane 
Allen. 

Between the publication of Mr. James 
ivane Allen's last book and his new story we 
are told seven years have elapsed. Now with 
all dtie credit to the author' for his undoubted 
talent, we cannot help being convinced after 
reading, his recent effort, that, he had either 
better not have waited at all, or else waited 
another seven years, before giving a book to 
the public. Apart from the bits of poetic de- 
scription throughout the pages, the story to 
the mind of the average reader has no merit 
whatever. It might appeal to persons of a 
hypochondriacal turn of mind, but it is a mat- 
ter of congratulation that most of us are nor- 
mal and take a fairly sane view of life, know- 
ing that we cannot hope to realize the fond 
dreams and ideals of youth, but not working 
ourselves into a frenzy of bitterness over the 
fact. Wc accept, on the contrary, the many 
good and blessed comi)ensations for lost illu- 
sions and make little or no complaint. Mr. 
Lane has delineated two most absurd charac- 
ters in the man and wife who arc the hero 
and heroine of his tragio-comedy, - One has 
no patience with the woman who seems on 
the verge of hysterics from the momont she 
first appears upon the scene, and as for the 
man, he is not an inspiring type of character 
to say the least, though just what Mr. Lane 
has tried to make of him it is hard to say. He 
seems a cross between the essentially modern 
and the repulsively primitive. 

The action of the book is supposed to take 
place during a couple of days, Christmas and 
the afternoon before. In the opening chapter 
we are introduced to the hero, one Frederick, 
as he sits at his desk dieep in the study of for- 
estry, and with a small-'book beside the larger 
ones; which small voUime deals with "prim- 
itive nature worship ; «nd belongs to the class 
of those that are kcpt'lmder lock and key by 
the libraries which possess them as unsafe 
reading for unsafe minds," Whatever this 
mysterious book may be, the story shows us 
quite plainly that Frederick should be consid- 
ered as belonging in the category of irrespon- 
siblcs, for it has certainly had a very bad 
effect upon him. We are given a lengthy de- 
scription of the man's personal appearance, 
which is enough to antagonize anyone in the 
first place, a whole page being scarcely suf- 
ficient to describe his i)eard. Then the wife 
enters the room heralded by a knock, "regret- 
ful but positive." A\'e would like to know the 
sort of knock that could combine these two 
qualities — the excessive use of adjectives in 
the book is Very wearisome. The husband is 
invited by the wife to go for a walk ; in fact 
the matter seems to have been pre-arranged 
between them — a sort of institution with them 
ever since their marriage; but for fourteen 
pages the woman tries to persuade Frederick 
to leave his absorbing studies, during which 
time she gives him quite clearly to understand 
that she is jealous of his work, and_has during 
the past year become convinced that she is 
only an incident in his life. As they are 
middle-aged people and have spent half a life- 
time together, she lets the year count for a 
great deal, particularly as he has been using 
all his leisure ditring that time to write a 
book for her, in response to a wish th;it she 
had expressed the Christmas before. Finallv 
she "held up his hat for him between her 
arms, making an arch for him to come and 
stand under." 

" 'It is getting late,' she said in nearly 
Ihe same tone of quiet warning with which 
she had spoken before, 'There is no time to 
lose.' 

"He sprang uj) without glancing behind him 
at his desk with its interrupted work, and 
came over and placed himself under the arch 
of her arms, looking at her reverently. 

"But his hands did not take hold, his arms 
hung down at his sides— the hands that were 
life, the arms that were love. 

"She let her eyes wander over his clipped 
tawny hair and i)ass downward over his 
features to the well-remcmbered mouth under 
its moustache. Then closing her quivering 
lips quickly, she dropjjed the hat softly on his 
head and walked toward the door." 

Later nn when the Tree has i.)een decor- 
ated, the children aslec]) and the house (piiet, 
the wife and luisband projiarc to spend the 
remainder of the evening in celebrating Christ- 
mas Eve, which is also their wedding anni- 
versary, in their o-vvn way. It must be ver}-- 
late and they are all tired, but F'rederick goes 
to his room, where ha gets into his evening 
clothes, while his wife aAvait.s him iti the 
drawing-room dressed in a decollete gown. 

Mer husband brin.gs to her the work of 
the year. His gift to her. It is a MS. tied 
with ribbons and twined with holly and 
sprigs of cedar. At (his period of. the story 
we have become so wearied by the endless 
det3.ii tliat wc feel almost , as much rescilt- 
nilerit al'lieing, expected to" take 'an Interest in 



the MS. as the wife herself must have felt. 
But Frederick " does not spare us. His wife 
had expressed a desire to know the meaning 
of the. Christmas tr^e, and in his "Wandering 
Tale" the husband endeavors to explain it to 
her. The chapter dealing with the origin of 
the Christmas festivities is of interest from 
an historical standpoint, but the story turns 
on the husband's description of the manner in 
which the mistletoe was used in the old Druid- 
ical worship. This is not jjleasant reading, 
and by the lime he has finished, his wife, in- 
stead of realizing that he has .gone a little mad 
on the subject of Forest Memories, and mak- 
ing .some allowance for him, is quite ill with 
self-pity, which renders her wdiolly unreason- 
able. A terrible night of mental suffering 
follows for the poor woman, while Frederick 
in love with a phantom of the past, a phantom 
which belonged to tb.e old Druid temples, ami 
she believes that she henceforth can hold no 
place in his life. 

"The dawn found her sitting in the dark- 
est corner of the room, and there it brightened 
about her desolately. The moment drew near 
^ when she nuist awaken him, the ordeal of their 
meeting must be over before the children 
rushed downstairs or the servants knocked. 

"She had plaited her hair in two heavy 
braids, and down each braid the .grey lold its 
story through the black. And she had i)rush- 
cd it frankly away from brow and temples, 
so that the contour of her head — one of na- 
ture's noblest — was seen in its simplicity. . . 
She had put on a plain nightdress, and her 
face and shoiTlders rising out of this, had the 
austerity of marble — exempt not from ruin, but 
exempt from lesser mutilation. 

"Then she approached the bed — a new, ])iti- 
ful fear in her eyes — the look of the rejected. 

". . . 'A Merry Christmas!' She tried 
to summon the words to her lips and to have 
them ready. 

"Tears, not for life's faults, but for Life 
where there are no faults. They locked in 
each other's arms — trying to save each other 
on Nature's vast, lonely, tossing, uncaring 
sea." 

The story is dedicated to "One Who 
Knows." Our sympathy goes out to wdio- 
ever that may be. 

• Mr. Allen has a large number of readers 
on. both sides of the Atlantic, but we venture 
to say that had this book been his first, he 
would have bad no encouragement to write 
a second. A more illogical, pointless and, 
hopeless stor}- it would be hard to find.

WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS 

David Hilme 

Thomas Huxley, who was one of Hume's 
iiiost sincere admirers, thus writes tn his 

preface to the book on the life of the latter: 
"If it is 3-oar desire to discourse fluently 
and learnedly about philosophical questions, 
begin with the lonians and work steadily 
through to the latest new speculative treatise. 
If you have a good meiunry and a fair knowl- 
edge of Greek, Latin, I'rench and German, 
three or four years spent in this way should 
enable you to attain your object. If, on the 
contrary, you are animated by the much rarer 
desire for real knowledge; if you want to get 
a clear conception of the deepest problems set 
before the intellect of man, there is no need, 
.so far as 1 can see, for you to go beyond the 
limits of the Kn.glish tongue. Indeed, if you 
are ])resscd for time, three English authors 
wiW suffice, namely, Berkely, Hume and 
Hobbes." 

David Hume was bom in Edinburgh on 
the 2Sth of April, 171 1, in a very modest 
farmhouse on the banks of the Whitadder, or 
White water. His parents were I'f good Scot- 
tish descent, and his mother a very keen- 
witted, determined women, of great self-re- 
liance and indopeiulcnce, whose characteristics 
David seems to have inherited. The lad's 
]5liik)sophic tendency was ap])arent at a very 
early age, as can be evidenced by one of his 
letters written when he was sixteen, and of 
which the, following is an extract: 

"The perfectly wise man who outbraves for- 
tmie is much greater than tiie husbandman 
who slips by her; and indeed this pastoral and 
saturnian happiness I have in a great meas- 
ure came at just now. I live like a king, 
prettv nuich by ni} self, neither full of action, 
nor ])ertnrhation. This state, however, I can 
foresee is not to he relied upon. My jieace of 
mind is not sufficiently confirmcti by phil- 
osophy to withstand the blows of fortune. 
This greatness and elevation of soul is only 
to be found in study and contemplation. This 
alone can teach us to look down on human 
accidents." 

Hume first undertook the study of law, but 
with indifferent success, for at the age of 21 
we find him engaged in connuercc, in which 
pursuit he met with little short of failure. 
Two years la!.er he left England for lu-ancc, 
and at Fa I'lcche, in the College of Jcsuit.s, 
at which Descartes had received his educa- 
tion, Hume passed the greater part of three 
years in the ptudy. of philosophy, and while 
here he composed his first work, the '"Treatise 
of Human I^Jature." 

Huxley tells us that "by honorable effort 
the boy's noble ide'al of life became the man's 
reality at forty. Hume had the happiness of 
finding that he had not wasted his youth in 
the pursuit of illusions, but that the solid cer- 
tainty of waking bliss lay before him in the 
free play of his powers in their . appropriate 
spheres. ' Hume's works met with; a ' weir 



conie reception. His history of Great Britain 
brought him fame. Tie was more favorably 
known in France even than in JSngland, being 
a great- favorite .at the French ?:^pital, ajj^ 
courted and feted by nobles and great ladips. 
In fact to the day of his death he cherished 
an antipathy towards Englishmen in general, 
as they "cared nothing about literature, dis- 
liked Scotchnien, were insensible to the merits 
of David Flume, and passionately admired 
Lord Chatham, wh.om Flume detested." 

Hume died in 1776, and shortly before the 
last wrote these words in conclusion of "My 
Own Life" : 

"I now reckon upon a speedy dissolution. 
I have suffered very little pain from my dis- 
order-^and have never suffered a moment's 
abatement of spirits; in so much that were I 

to name the period of m)' life which I should 
most choose to pass over again, I might be 
tempted to point to this later period. I pos- 
sess the same ardor as ever in study and the 
same gaiety in company. . . . To con- 
clude bistoricall}^ with my own character, I 
am, or rather was (for that is the style I 
must now U55e in speaking of myself, which 
emboldens me the more to speak of my senti- 
ments) I was, I say, a man of mild disposi- 
tions, of command of temper, of an open, so- 
cial and cheerful humor, capable of attach- 
ment, but little susce])tible to enmity, and of 
great moderation in all my passions. . 
My friends never had occasion to vindicate 
any one circumstance of my character and 

conduct I cannot say there is no 

vanity in making this funeral oration of my- 
self, but I hope it is not a misplaced one ; 
and this is a matter of fact which is easily 
cleared and ascertained." 

"What we call a mind is . nothing but a 
heap or collection of different perceptions, 

united together by certain relations, and sup- 
posed, though falsely, to be endowed with 
a perfect simplicity and identity." 

" 'Tis not our body we perceive when we 
regard our limbs and members, but certain 
impressions which enter by the senses; so 
that the ascribing a real and corporeal ex- 
istence to these impressions, or to their ob- 
jects, is an act pf the mind as difficult to 
explain as that (the external existence ot the 
objects) which we examine at present.". 

. . "No truth to. .me appears more,; evident 
-than that . . the -beasts iare'. ,.erido."vy;ed' i^i With 
thought and reason as well as man/! The^ar- 
guments in this casfe are so obyibiis''thiit 'tlfey 
never escape the most stupid and ignorant/'. 

"There is not to be .found in all history 
any miracle attested by a sufficient number 
of men, of such unquestioned goodness, educa- 
tion and learning, as to secure us against all 
delusion in themselves; of such undoubted. in- 
tegrity, as to place them beyond all suspicion 
of design to deceive others ; or such credit and 
reputation in the eye of mankind as to haVe a 
great deal to lose in case of their being' de- 
tected in any falsehood ; and at the same time 
attesting facts, performed in such a public 
manner, and in so celebrated a part of the 
\vorld, as to render the detection unavoidable : 
all which circumstances are requisite to give 
us a full assurance of the' testimony of men." 

"The whole frame of Nature bespeaks an 
Intelligent Author; and no rational inquirer 
can, after serious reflection, suspend his be- 
lief one moment v^dth regard to the primary 
principles of genuine Theism and Religion."'

cloisters, learning those duties, arts and graces 
which to the Persian, and the Aryan mind are 
jewels meet for the crown of the perfect \vd- 
man and mother; nor dreaming for one "golden, 
winged hour that she Had been marked hy the 
stars of destiny as worthy to inspire the great- 
est poem in architecture conceived by human 
heart and brain and fashioned by human hands 
— nay, infinitely more than any climacteric ac- 
complishment of master-builder's art, "this 
most divinely fair embodiment of queenship 
and gracious womanhood." ' ' ' 

Nor dreamed she that_ while little Princess 
Banu\and'all h'er royM face are by the- world 
of today forgGt^rcaij' of pcrthancc with, lan- 
guid curiosity as a people that has passed — 
she would herself find place among the iiniiior- 
tals as "the Great Bcgam" — Mumta?/ Mahal. 
*"Thc Crown of the Palac^"— the serene, the 
all-loving, the unapproachab<e'^and 'incompar- 
able among wonicn. 

Mumtaz Mahal, although Fate made her a 
Queen", was all" Woman. f VVjien at the age of 
eighteen . (>yhich- in- the. Orient is spin^terhood 
far advanced) she was bestow.ed in marriage 
upon .tile Shah Jehan.. then Prince Khurran, 
aged barely twfentj* two and already married, 
she gave herself unreservedly to her lover and 
her lord — content that she should be herself 
absorbed and perfected in the self-surrender. 
From then until the end, Shah Jehan was her 
husband, her heart, her life — her utmost plea- 
sure to exorcise his cares, to find comi)letest 
happiness in being the simshine of his life, to 
understand his every thought and interest and 
ambition, to build up such perfect sympathy of 
love and understanding that theirs should be 
indeed a royal marriage of congenial souls. 

For herself Mumtaz Mahal had no high 
ambition. She sought no separate place in 
history. sa\-c only a little niche, her clue as 
loyal and lo\-ing w ife to her most gracious lord. 
To hold the heart of Shah Jehan and help to 
make him great, to comfort him and share his 
every grief and happiness with ready and en- 
tire sympathy ; to bind his people to him and 
so conspire with Fate that he, her king, should 
be throughout the earth renowned for justice, 
wisdom, strength and clemency — this was the 
goal of her activities.

From such progvossix c females as the un- 
scNcd and shrieking suffragette, the "Crown of 
tr.e i'alace" would lia\-e shnmk in unutterable 
horror, as from some foul, mmaiural, pestilen- 
tial thing, unspeakably opposed to Nature's 
l^laii and therefore doid)ly vile. 

She was a WOMAN" and her sceptre and 
glory the great love of a woman rightly wed. 

And thus she ruled the chamber, the palace, 
the court, the empire of her lord : not wittingly 
but because such great love is a power beyond 
all rl'^L. 

And thus loda}', tlioti,gh three himdrcd. 
years ha\'c ])assed, the tond) wherewith her 
royal husband and Ui\er sought to perjietuatc 
her menior}- and s^'niholi/.e the sm'passing 
beauty of her perfect woniaidTood commands 
the rc\'ercnce and admiration of the worhl, 
serenely pure and lovely, the priceless gem of 
all existing architecture, and infinitely more 
than this— a master-poem, flawless and beauti- 
ful, . matchless, unique, superb: shaming and 
banishing all mundane, petty thoughts; raising 
each* one who views it to loftier planes of 
thought and nobler aspiration. 

When one reads that the building of the 
Taj demanded the services of an army of 
twenty-five thousand of the world's best work- 
men constantly emjjioyed both by (.\:iy and by 
night fo/ a period of twenty-two years, the 
mind scarce can grasp the magnitude of the 
undertaking to make such demand upon labor. 
iWhen one has seen the Taj and gone rcluct- 



ani'y from out the radius of its serenely hyp- 
notic spell — for there can be no thought of 
gross materialism at the Taj — the 'wonder is 
that human brain and hands with all the trea- 
sures of the world to draw upon, could have 
accomplished this triumph of an almost god- 
like genius. 

.As there arc poems of woiulrous ]io\ver and 
beaut)-, master paintings for v>'hicli the artist 
has nii.xed his colors with the heart's blood' of 
the race, great .symphonies that sweep the 
souls of men — so is the Taj, the symbol of the 
religion and force of beauty, the spirit of Wo- 
man gleaming divinely fair. 

From whatever viewpoint one selects, from 
whatever distance, in whatever condition of 
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atmosphere — in the dull gray of early morning, 
in the blaze of the noonday sun, the calm of 
evening or under the sei-ehb light of the slow- 
sailing moon — the Taj is ever beautiful." 

Tt is the one architectural wonder of the 
world which never disappoints. 

It is the one building of the world which 
possesses an almost luicanny spirituality and 
exercises an e\'cr-present individualism, sup- 
rcmel\' powerful ami compelling, althou.gh elu- 
sive ;uid delicate as a dream. 

Tt is this eerie ma.gic which draws all who 
have seen the Taj back at each possible oppor- 
timity lo its peaceful gardens, wherein the 
white-robed priests flit silent-footed, the song 
of nightingale and the coo of mating doves 
merge with the murnuiriiig of the fountains, 
and the far-reaching call to pra\'er of the 
muzzcin goes forth at the rising and the set- 
ling of each day's sun. 

.^ome faint perception of the magnitude of 
the master thought in the concejitinn of the 
Taj may [lerhaps be gained from the fact that 
the builders \vcre reciuired to study the effects 
jf first view of the dome and minarets from 
distances of from ten to twenty miles — that 
five hundred acres of beautiful park are im- 
peratively traversed before the outer gates of 
the Taj gardens themselves are reached, the 
eye thus being soothed and the mind tran- 
quilized preparatorily — that these gardens 
were almost three hiuidrcd years ago stocked 
with Italian nightingales in order that the note 
f)f sound might be in harmony with the Great 
Tliought expressed in enduring marble richly 
jewelled. 

To mention that the Taj is wholly con- 
structed of purest marble and precious stones, 
but for the exception of the sandalwood doors 
which lend fragrance to the vast interior of 
the mausoleum proper — that in the last days 
of the Moguls five thousand priests and work- 
men were pormanenll\- employed in the care 
of the groiuids and the jewel of which they 
are the setting — and that the materials con- 
gregated in the Taj. its nios(|ucs and apiiroach- 
es are estimated to have cost approximately 
three billion lakhs of rupees, or roughly 
,Si ,.soo,ooo,ooo, arc material details the men-- 
tion of which is perhaps unworthy, and an of- 
fence against good taste in talking of the Taj. 

After makin.g the acquaintance of this 
"miracle mausoleum of the widest world," 
mention of such material constituents seems 
(|nite as incongruous as lo discuss the wearing 
of winter flannels and the price of Initter with 
an angelic visitor from the gleaming spheres. 

The instinct of colossal dramatic stagecraft 
which has provided tlie preparatory ap])roach 
through the tranquilizing greenery of beautiful 
gardens, is further in evidence at the noble 
outer gateway through which a first near view 
of the Taj is obtained as of a magnificent jiic- 
ture worthily framed. 

The prodigality of the "great Moguls" in 
carrying out the royal symbolic architecture 
of their times is evidenced in the fact that all 
about the proscenium ol this outer .gateway 
there rims a five foot ijorder, to a height of

fit of the passing tourist, but a cpiotation from 
the lludees, or very ancient tiarlitions, which

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contains many poetical precepts attributed to 
Christ whicli arc not found in the Christian 
Bible. This quotation reads:

The shrine itself, despite its elaborate orna- 
mentations, gives an impression of simplicity 
and artistic, .restraint — the atmosphere is of 
peace and sanctity. The veriest boor uncon- 
sciously hpre lowers his voice to a whisper, 
speaking with reverence and as infrequently 
as may;,, be: Again the mysterious hypnotic 
dominance of the Taj ! Although one is told 
of the marvellous echo, which multiplies and 
repeats the long-drawn chanted note of the 
attendant priest fully ten minutes after the 
spoken words, few ev,en among the callous 
tourist throng are vandals enough to profane 
the shrine of the Taj to satisfy mere vulgar 
cijriosity. 

Perhaps it is because of the romantic a.s- 
sociations woven about this royal lover and 
his incomparable queen — of the pathos of 
great Shah Jehan's latter days, during nine 
long years his own son's prisoner of state, his 
only consolation being the contemplation from 
his palace-prison of the tomb he had already 
completctl for his belo\'ed Sultana — o( his 
deathbed request that he be borne once more 
to the Jasmin Tower, his Mumtaz Mahal's 
boudoir, so that his eyes might look at the 
last upon that snowy dome and those suiJport- 
ing, delicate minarets, outlined with cameo- 
sharpness a.gainst the deep blue of the Indian 
sky.

According to the old Tartar custom, a gar- 
den was chosen as the site for the tomb — a gar- 
den planted with flowers and flowering shrubs,

'^em$lem oljcleath and^eie'rfiity;- Such a garden, 
in V,the VMog^ll days, was kept up as a pleasure 
ground during the owner's lifetime, and used 
as his last resting-place after his death. The 
old tradition laid down that it must be acquired 
by fair means, and not by force or fraud. So 
Rajah Jcy Singh, to whom the garden be- 
longed, was compensated by the gift of an- 
other property from the Emperor's private es- 
tate. Shah Jehan ne.Nt appointed a council of 
the best architects of his empire for preparing 
the design for the building. Drav/ings of 



present exquisite screen of pierced marble. 
The Taj also possessed formerly two wonder- 
ful silver doors. Austin de Bordeaux, a French 
goldsmith, who was employed by Shah Jehan 
in making the celebrated Peacock throne, may 
possibly, ".have , executed rsome'.p^-this metal-' 
work iii tlie'-Taj ; i but ^ there^ is • no ^evidence 
worthy of consicleration to, support the com- 
mon Anglo-Indian belief that he designccl or 
superintended the pietra dura, or inlaid marble 
decoration of the building, which is entircl}' of 
the Persian school. These silver doors were 
looted and melted down by the Jats in 1764. 

Besides the lavi.sh expenditure on the, 
building, lakhs of rupees were spent in pro- 
viding the richest of Persian silk carpets, gol- 
den lamps and magnificent candlesticks. A 
sheet of pearls, valued at several lakhs, was 




religion from attempting sculpture, as under- 
stood in Europe, succeeded in investing their 
architectural monum.cnts with an extraordin- 
ary personal character. There is a wonderful 
personality in the dignity, and greatness of 
Akbar's tpmb ; we see.^the|scholap^aiiiyl the pol- 
ishedrcoitrtier -in >|tmadj^ld-daulah?^^^^^ But the 
Taj - cam|s;'.'thisi.;!id^^^^ further 
than-hadTbeen attempt^Q^in any of the Mogul 
monuments; it represents in art the highest 
development towards individualism, the strug- 
gle against, the restraints of ritualism and 
dogma,- which Akbar initiated in religion. 
* * * 

It was the writer's good fortune to see the 
wonderful sheet of pearls which Mr. Plavell 
refers to, during a flying visit to Baroda in 
December last, it being now one of the trea- 
sures of His Majesty the Gaekwar of Baroda, 
with the exception of the Nizam of Hydera- 
bad perhaps the richest man in the world. 

It has also been the writer's fortune — both 
,good and otherwise — to see the Taj under 
many conditions of time and circumstance 
and surroundings. Fairest and most appeal- 
ing of all it is when viewed without human 
companionship, soaring snow-white under the 
- Indian moon, either from across the Jumna or 
throu,gh the gateway frame, as the incompar- 
able terminal of the court of fountains. 

To see the Taj when tourists chatter as 
they lunch, monopolizing the marble seats 
that punctuate the avenue of cypresses — to see 
the Taj when an iconoclastic guide with iron- 
lunged glibness reels off statistics that arc a 
desecration of the place and subject — to see 
the Taj when English-whining pedlars pluck 
at one's coat tails even within the sanctuary 
■ to offer souvenir postcards or photographs or 
models in ivory or plaster, even in confection- 
er's materials, is quite enough to fill one with 
sense of shame and full understanding of the

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j)eoples whose craftsmanship and architectural 
art eclipse the kindr^id accomplishments of the 
western world so utterly and completely that 
corriparisons are grotesque. 

Who of the present day, if given the trea- 
sures of the world to draw upon, coivld dupli- 
cate the Taj or create a parallel poem in archi- 
tecture? \\''here could the workmen be found 
to erect such an architectural marvel without 
nail or beam or screw or sound of saw or ham- 
mer? Where the niosaic workers, or tlic mas- 
ter genius to study out all the effects of light, 
of sound, of cumulafive dramatic and pictorial 
climaxes as contributory factors in his plan? 

The peoples of Great Britain and America 
regard themselves as highly civilized — the 
man of India as an inferior and a non-progres- 
sive. The people of India, on the other hand, 
regard the people of .America or of Britain as 
gross materialists, whiose so-called i)rogress is 
based on barbaric force and c\-idcncc(l almost 
wholly in augn-icntation of hi.xurics of food, 
of raiment, of adornnient, of environment and 
of hoarded wealth. They deny to ihc while 
races, who set themselves over the dark, as 
high mental or spiritual development. They 
scorn wealtlf or its purchases as constituents 
of pro,gressive civilization or of happiness. 
They claim to have passed the era of flaunting 
magnificence ; while they aver that even in 
their formati\ c jDcriod of dazzling display they 
did not fail to produce such master-works as 
the Taj as testimony to their lofty mental and 
spiritual attainments, far outranking any par- 
allel accomplishments of Europe or of Am- 
erica. 

There are those of course who can discover 
something to disapprove even in the Taj. The 
burden of their complaint is that the composi- 
tion is "architectural effeminacy," and straight- 
way they proceed to compare it, disadvantage- 
ously, upon this text, with the Parthenon and 
other classical buildings. Surely, however, 
the very effeminacy complained of is a crown- 
ing triumph, since, the Taj is designed not only 
as the tomb and monument of a great Sultana, 
but also as symbolic of womanly grace and 
charni. Were it not feminine it would miss 
its purpose.

,How to describe the Taj? 

The task has been essayed by countless 
pens as centiuMcs have jjassed. Yet none has 
been t|uite successful. .Perhaps the best rlcs- 
criiJtion in the English is that of .Sir E.dwiu 
.■\rnold, although a Persian ])oet is said to 
have more accurately caught the mystic spirit- 
uality which invests the Taj and its associa-. 



For informative detail as to the construc- 
tion of the Taj one may go to a dozen recog- 
nized authorities among the Anglo-Indian 
writers, Mr. E. B. Havell, A. R. C. A., of Cal- 
cutta, having brought to bear a genuine affec- 
tion in writing of this as other masterpieces 
of Indian architecture, lie has so excellently 
comiiressed much interesting information that 
the liberty is taken of here quoting his chap- 
ters on the building of the Taj and the inten- 
tion of the Taj in a just issued book exclu- 
sively devoted to Agra and its environs. As 
to the building of the wonderful mausoleum 
he says: 

It was one of those intervals in history 
when the whole genius of a people is concen- 
trated on great architectural works, and art 
becomes an epitome of the age. For the Taj 
was not the creation of a single maslcr-niind, 
but the consummation of a great art cjioch. 
.Since the time of Akljar the best architects, 
artists, and art workmen of India, Persia, Ar- 
abia, and Central Asia had been attracted to 
the Mogul court. All the resources of a great 
empire were at their disposal, for Shah Jehan 
desired that this monument of his grief should 
lie one of the wonders of the world. The sad 
circumstances wdiich attended the early death 
of the devoted wife who had greatly endeared 
herself to the people might well inspire all his 



many of the most celebrated buildings of the 
world were shown and discussed. It is even 
believed that one Geroqimo Verroneao, an It- 
alian who was then in the Mogul service, sub- 
mitted designs for Shah Jehan's inspection, a 
fact which has led many writers into the error 
of supposing that the Taj, as completed, was 
actually designed liy him. The ilcsi,gn eventu- 
ally acccptecl was by Ustad Isa, who is stated 
in one account to have been a Byzantine Turk 
and in another a native of Shiraz, in Persia. 

The master builders came from many parts; 
the chief masons from Baghdad, Delhi, and 
Multan ; the dom? b\iil,ders. from Asiatic Tur- 
key and from Samarkand! ,' thfe mosaic Avorkijrs 
from Kanauj and from Baghdad ; the ])rincipal 
calligraphist for the inscri])tioiis from Shiraz. 
Every part of India and Central Asia contri- 
buted the materials ; Jaipur, the marble ; I'ateh- 
pur Sikri, the red sandstone; the I'uiijab, jas- 
]ier ; China, the jade and crystal; Thibet, tur- 
f]iioises : Ceylon, lapis lazuli and sapi)hires; 
.\rabia, cf>ral and cornelian : Panna in Ihmdcl- 
kund. diamonds; Persia. 011x3' '"^i' amethyst. 
Twenty thousand men were employed in the 
construction, which took seventeen years to 
complete, as regards onl\' the Taj itself. The 
sarcophagus was originally enclosed by a fence 
or screen of gold studded with gems. This 
was removed in 1642, and replaced by the 



made to cover the sarcophagus. This was 
carried off by the Ann'r Ilusein .Mi Khan in 
1720, as part of his share of the spoil of y\gra. 

It is said that Shah Jehan had intendetl to 
construct a mausoleum for himself o])|)osite 
to the Taj, on the other side of the Jumna, and 
to connect the two by a great bridge. The 
project \\as interruiJtecl and never completed, 
owing to the usurpatioii of .Aurangzib, shortly 
after the foundations were laid. 

The Taj has been the subject of numberless 
critical essays, but many of them have missed 
the mark entirely because the writers have 
not been sufficiently conversant with the spirit 
of Eastern artistic thought. All comparisons 
with the Parthenon or other classic buildings 
arc useless. One cam-iot conipare Momer with 
the Mahabharata, or Kalidas with Euri])ides. 
'I'he r'arthenon was a temple for Pallas .Ath- 
ene, an cx(|uisite casket to contain the jewel. 
The Taj is the jewel — the ideal itself. Indian 
architecture is in much closer affinity to the 
great conceptions of the Gothic builders than 
it is to anything of classic or renaissance con- 
struction. The Gothic cathedral, with its 
sculptured arches and its spires pointing hea- 
^■cnwards, is a s\'mbol, as most Pastern build- 
ings are symbols. The Mogul artists, being 
prevented by the precepts of the Muhammadan

The last time I was there the English- 
speaking guide within the shrine gave me. a 
faded rosebud which had fallen from the tomb, 
where every morning through these scores of 
years the natives, still loving Mumtaz Mahal, N 
have strewn a wealth of blossoms. 

I put the flower in my pocket book — poor 
bruised and faded souvenir of remembrance. 

And I gave the guide a rupee after he had 
noisily ushered me through the octagonal gal- 
lery known as Shah Jehan's promenade. 

As I went out into the brilliant sunshine 
some unlucky impulse led me to step again to 
the sandalwood doorway for a silent farewell 
to the illustrious dead. 

The Christianized guides were shaking 'dice 
for the rupee, squatted on the floor of the 
stately tomb, at their feet their smoky official 
lanterns, fed with Standard Oil.

of the chase. These two peoples seem to have 
been less than barbarians and to have come 
rather under the heading of savages, for war 
and bloodshed were their chief delights and 
their religion consisted of a sort of demon- 
worship. 

It was to aid them against the inroads of 
the Picts and Scots that the Britons called to 
their assistance the Saxons, a Teutonic tribe, 
and famous for their skill and valor in war. 
After many battles the people of the north 
were driven back within the confines' of their 
own land. 

During the. ninth century the race of Piets 
seems to have entirely disappeared. The two 
great northern tribes went to war with one 
another, and peace was only established after 
the two nations had become one under the 
first king of all Scotland, Kenneth Macalpine. 
.\ncient history and tradition tell us that when 
Kenneth -who was formerly king of the Scots 
only had subdued the Picts under their king 
VVrad, he caused to be killed every man, wo- 
man and child of the Pictish race. It seems 
hard to believe that any monarch, barbarous or 
civilized, .woidd consent to'- sttch wholesale 
slaiighter, but from the time of Kenneth's yiq-'^, 
tory over Wrad, no more is spoken in.Scbttislr 
history of the once mighty tribe of Picts and 
all trace of their very language is utterly lost. 
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wa^k against the United States Government 
main building, there is first a backp^roiind of 
delphiniums, .foxgloves and rhododendrons, 
then poppies of many tints, with yellow cor- 
rcopsis and pansics scattered through them, 
and then beds of pansies, as in the photograph 
reproduced. .

These 
three beds of golden yellow are conspicuous. 
1 he more so as they arc surrounded by paved 
walks the dullness of which heightens the 



pleasurable effect produced by these broad 
bandg'-of gold. 

Kriam the monument Chandelar Avenue 
runs northeasterly, between the main Govern- 
ment and Hawaii buildings, and along this 
avenue there arc masses of white candytuft,

tiful" exposition. 

In one of the ])ubli?hcd pamphlets it is 
stated that: "The Cascades and Geyser Basin 
form th.e centre of the general decorative 
scheme. Surrounding both of them are sunk- 
en gardens that will be rich in bloom for the 
whole exposition period. Beyond them there 
are the formal gardens and lawns, the vista 
on the grpunds ending in groves of native 
evergreens. Above these in the distance stands 
the highest mountain in the United vStates — 
Rainier — eighty miles away, but so outlined 
against the clear blue sky of the Pacific coast 
as to seem iiuicli nearer. Mount Rainier is 
south of the exposition grouiuls, to the north- 
cast arc the .Selkirk mountains, and to the 
west the snow-crested heads of the Olympics 
make a rugged outline against the sky. Mount 
Baker, another magnificent peak, is plainly 
visible from the grounds in a northeasterly 
direction. In the immediate foregrnnnd arc 
J..akcs AX'ashington and Union, on the shores 
of ^vhich the exposition is being held." 

There are besides Rainier Vista, two others, 
namely, \'\'ashington and Union vistas, these 
at acute angles to Rainier, with Gevser Hasiii 
as a common vertex. On Rainier, though 
the landscape artist's attention has been large- 
ly concentrated, with results but indifferently 
indicated in tl]e accompanying reproduction of 
a photograph of the view from the balustrade 
below Geyser Basin. In passing, it may be 
mentioned that this illustration by no means 
fairly represents the appearance of the flowers 
in the formal beds as they arc today, for since 
the photograph was taken there lias been 
much growth, so that the formality of so many 
straight lines of the beds is to a considerable 
extent relieved by an abundance of bloom and 
foliage not shown in the picture. 

For the benefit of the Colonist readers 
who shall hereafter visit the exposition, as 
well as for general information, something 
like sequence will be atteriipted in the\foUoW- 



ing notes, taking as a base the order in which 
the flowers and shrubs are seen by the visitor 
entering the grounds by the main gates, pro- 
ceeding thence direct to the Court of Honor, 
and from there down tlie Cascade Court, 
around the Arctic Circle (m which k; Geyser 
Basin) and thence to the Formal Gardens, in 
the foreground of Rainier Vista. As repeat- 
ed mention will be made of "banks" of flowers 
it may be well to here state that in grading the 
walks and avenues, numerous cuts had to be 
made, so that' many banks occur, and these 
have been profusely beautified by flowers, 
generally in masses of one kind or another," 
thereby producing in most instances a striking 
effect. 

I'rom the main entrance to the exposition 
the ground rise?, to the head of the Court of 
Honor. Crossing the main avenue — the lower 
and broad part of which has been named "Pu- 
get Plaza," and the upper "Olympic Place"— 
is "Alaska Avenue," commencing at the fenc- 
ed enclosure of the University of Washington, 
about 300 vards to the left or northward, and 
running into the amusement section, known 
as the "l^av Streak' lielow "Klondike Circle." 
to the right or southward. Up the centre of 
Puget J-'laza. with a broad paved walk on 
either side, is a close-mown grassy enclosure 
about 60 by 200 feet. with-, immediately 
opposite the entrance gates, a colossal sta- 
tue of Washington. Large urns or vases, 
mounted on high pedestals, and containing 
palms surrounded at the base by. pale pink ivy- 
leaf geraniums, and blue lobelias, together 
with French electroliers, adorn the sides of 
this verdant grass plat, while bay trees and 
hydrangeas are at short intervals between the 
sides and centre. On the immediate left of the 
gates. The graded hunk on the lower side 
of the broad stairs leading to the Administra- 
tion building, there is a mass of white-flower- 
ed zonal geraniums; on the upper side pink 
geraniums — from pale to rose — cover a curv- 
ing bank ; and thence about 30 yards, up to 
Alaska Avenue, scarlet gcrartiums are massed 
on both sides of the plaza, the blaze of bright 
color immediately attracting the notice of the 
visitor entering the grounds. I'Vom the top 
of Alaska Avenue, 100 paces down to the in- 
tersection with the head of the plaza, and 
thence from its lower side down 130 paces, to 
Klondike Circle, the banks on both sides of 
this avenue are thickly planted with white 
marguerites, making an extended mass of 
white affording a strong but pleasing contrast 
to the vivid scarlet hue the eye has just 
turned from. Above the marguerites are 
seen a few cactus dahlias — the official flower 
of the Exposition, but now coming into bloom 
— these being crimson. 

Leaving Puget Plaza and proceeding up 
Olympic .Place, there is on the left hand side' 
an entrance to the U. S. Government main 
building, and on the other, one to the Alaska 
building. To the left of the steps up to the 
farmer there are beds of pansies and bright- 
'hued phlox, while to the right of the Alaska 
building side-entrance arc pink geraniums. A 
low hedge of crimson and scarlet and white 
fuchsias, two to four feet in height, sets off 
tlie top of the big bed of white marguerites, 
and, relieving the green of the grass between 
the top of the bank and the building, are 
pansies, petunias, phlox, and other flowers. It 
should have been mentioned earlier' that two 
segments of the bank surrounding Klondike 
Circle are planted in many^cblorcjd, dwarf 
sweet peas (which favorite ',fIo;Wci;j;istrgrig;ev.to 
say, has been but ; li|tle .ti$ea t&.d^^prit'ft ,tbe

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lion, at the top of Alaska Avenue, phlox 
drumniondii has been massed, with pretty ef- 
fect. Reverting to Olympic Place — it is on 
the level ground between the Alaska building 
and the top of the Bank, (which here tapers to 
level) on the right of this walk, the beautiful 
masses of jjansies, )nirtly shown in the accom- 
panying illustration (only partly, since the 
violet-colored flowers behind the yellow and 
white arc scarcely noticeable in the photo- 
graph), compel the udniiration of all who see 
them, Yet beautiful as they undoubtedly are, 
: they may; not ;be' compared' withitb.e yery^^;^

' v. Geyser Basin and which will be described 
preSentl}'. On- the opposite side of -this' main 
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eqiiatcly appreciated. Simply poppies; and 
yet the effect produced is more I)caiitifui than 
with much more pretentious plants and flow- 
ers. But even this lovely scene, in the oi)inion 
of many visitors, does not show to better ad- 
vantage than that of the striking and most un- 
usuat display of pansics filling the large beds 
around the Geyser Basin, just below. 

• • Kirst, though, the parterres lying„between 
;the Cascades and the buildings on both sides 

• of. this court will have notice. There are sev- 
eral on each side, and, generally, they are ar- 
ranged as follows: .Against the buildings are 
rhod(idendrons. with white pansies in front. 
These beds arc sciiarated by walks from beds 
of Jajjanese iris, some white and others blue. 
Then, surrounded by close-cut grass, are long 
beds in which are small, geometric designs in 
dark bUie lobelia set in red-gold alternanthcra 
and relieved by circles filled with pale i)ink 
or red fibrous-rooted begonia. 

It is difficult to adequately convey in words 
•an idea of the simjjle yet striking beauty of 
the myriads of jjansies surrounding the Pey- 
ser Basin. When the photograph of the view, 
"Looking up the Court of Honor," was taken 
the pansics (the seeil of which was"TTnport('(l 
from l.Cngland) had only connnenccd to bloom ; 
liow they form a thick carpet of color, (|ciite 
filling the broatl space between the shrubs im- 
mediately under the bahistrading down to the 
narrow ribbon of turf bordering the lower walk 



around the basin. The big circle is subdivided 
into four" sections, portions of two of wdiich 
are shown in the photograph here reproduced. 
These pans}^ beds arc about 14 feet in width, 
and the pansies fill nearly the wdiole space. 
Against, the balustrade are paconies, perennial 
phlox, poppies, etc. For a width of about a 
foot the circle of pansies is yellow, then four 
feet of white, a central band of two to three 
feet of yellow, and then white and yellow, as 
before. Running through the s^olden central 
band is a chain of violet pansies, in links four 
or five feet in length, charmingly relieving 
the sameness of the yellow. The mass of pale 
color, the perfume-filled air, the formal bay 
trees outside the balustrade, and the spark- 
ling waters of the basin, kept moving by the 
spouting of the geyser fountain, together con- 
stitute a scene and produce an effect novel in 
its simple beauty, yet so appealing to the art- 
istic sense, as to make an impression not 
likely to be soon forgotten. 

Now let us turn to the "Formal Gardens," 
as they have been officially designated. These, 
as has already been said, i)resent a very dif- 
ferent — and mncli nmre pleasing — appearance 
lodav than at the time the i)h()tograph was 
taken. Thev are full of i)loom — of pop])ics in 
great variety of tint, blue and pink, canter- 
bur}' bells, masses of yellow and white cor- 
oep.sis and annual chrysanthemums, and 
clumps of heliotrope, lilies, hybrid petunias. 



3'cllow calceolarias, pansies, and other favorite 
flowers. The chief feature, looking towards 
the buildings, though, is the bank of climbing 
roses immediately below the balustrade — 
crimson rambler and pink Dorothy Perkins — 
blooming in great profusion. 

■ The picture of the view looking towards the 
south entrance to the grounds, may serve to 
give an idea of how the gardens arc lighted 
up at night — by numbers of French electro- 
liers, each with its cluster of 50. or 60 incan- 
destent electric lights, with opaque globes — 
and of the use made of large vases to hold 
palms and other decorative plants. To right 
and left are beautiful rose gardens, but the 
Colonist artist having decided that the photo- 
graph of one of these will not reproduce 
"worth a cent," ,ts assistance in conveying an 
idea of the beauty of this feature has reluct- 
antly to be foregone. Behind the electroliers, 
on the right, may be seen a long row of peren- 
nial phlox, just coming into abundant bloom. 
The banks on either side of the walk down the 
subway under the railway bridge were a 
mass of blue lupins and yellow coreopsis, but 
the season for the former' is over, so they are 
not now to be seen. Bordering the walk sep- 
arating the formal beds from the lawn below, 
the latter bei,ng at a lovver level, is the mass 
of sweet Williams, which, perhaps more than 
any other floral featt'irc of the exposition, 
appeals to crowds of visitors. 



Just try to think of it — sweet williams of 
every color in which we have been accus- 
tomed to see these favorite old flowers massed 
together in a bed about 10 feet wide and 150 
feet long. Small wonder that visitors throng 
to see so unaccustomed a sight. To the 
flower lover it is one of the "chief outdoor 
attractions of the exposition. • Early in July 
it was at its best, and almost, universal was 
the praise Accorded the superintendent of 
planting for this especial pleasure accorded to 
many to whom the sight of the dear old flower 
in such profusion brought back memories of 
youth and even childhood. 

There is much more in the floral depart- 
ment worthy of extended notice, but space 
restrictions pre.vcnt this being given no\/ 
Just a few hurried notes will be added; There 
j^re other beautiful results produced elsewhere, 
notablv a- large circular bed of tuberou.s-rooled 
begonias at Union Circle, west of the Japan- 
ese building, in which a handsome effect is 
produced by massing a larj^e nund)er of the 
big single flowers with their . brilliant and 
varied colors. Also, effective, though not 
nearly so brillant, is the bed of "mid-day fknv- 
ers" (mcsembryanthemum) adorning Rainier 
Circle, midway between ' the Canadian and, 
Japanese buildings. Of course, there are 
many other floral beauties, but enough has 
been written to convey an idea of the signal 
success that has attended the efforts in this 



connection of J. F. Dawson, exposition land- 
scape architect, and H. J. Kochlcr, superin- 
tendent of planting. 

A word to those who purpose visiting the 
exposition. If you wish to see the flowers 
to best advantage, go out early ; the gates are 
opened each morning at eight o'clock, though 
the buildings may not be entered until an 
hour later. There, before a crowd assembles, 
or the bawling of tlie Pay Streak touters is 
heard to distract the thoughts, will probably 
come a sympathetic feeling with the author of 
"Elizabeth and Her German Garden," who 
wrote: "The garden is the place I go to for 
refuge and shelter, not the house. In the 
house are duties and anno3^nce!5 .. . but 
out there blessings crowd round me at every 
step — it is there that I am sorry for the un- 
kindness in: me, for those selfish thoughts that 
are so nnich worse tiian they feel ; it is there 
that all my sins and silliness arc forgiviu, 
there that I feel protected and at home, and 
every flower and weed is a friend and every 
tree a lover. When 1 have been vexed I run 
out to them for comfort, and when I have 
been angry without just cause, it is there that 
Tfind absolution. Did ever a woman have so 
many friends?, and always the same, always 
ready to welcome me and fill me with cheer- 
ful thoughts. Happy children of a connnon 
Father, why should I, their own sister, be less 
content and joyous than they?"

Elias r^Ictchnikoff's reputation, she sa_\s, 
stands unchallenged. Tiic occasion on which 
he expressed the folio win.i;" views was at the 
cIo,se of the Naturalists' Congress at St; Pe- 
tersburg. . 

•Elias Metchnikoff was su^roun4e^^^e^.bv 
women doictprs and asked to. express his opiii- 
ion;-on the- feministic movement. At first the 
successor of the great Louis Pasteur tried 
diplomatically to evade this delicate topic, and 
for some time resisted the challenge, excusin,g 
himself b}' sa^'ing, "You know 1 am no |)oli- 
tician, and fear to discuss such matters." How- 
ever, the learneil ladies insisted, and at last 
the scientist gave way. Very well, he said,

Man, with tlie cruel hand 
of a brutal slaveowner, has forbidden her all 
higher intellectual occupaiion — and, by un- 
matural nieans. has succeeded in making wo- 
man iTfcrely a pnpi>et for his diversion. In 
conseciucnce, her mind has been atrophied, 
her capabilities have been blunted, arid her 
talents have suffered. This the Suffragettes 
affirm and conchide that if woman is gi\cn 
the 0])portunity ol workiii.L;" and p;irt icipalinj;- 
in social and iulclleclu;d life, ,-,be will develop 
her slumbering abilities — wdl overtake, and 
perhaps surpass her immemorial enslaver- 
man.

Superiority of Men Cooks. 

But why do I take for example the fine 
arts? They are hot within the reach of most 
women, a fact which, to a certain extent, ex- 
onerates them. Let us consider that branch 
of work wdiich has always been acknowledged 



her dominion. I speak of the culinary art, of 
the i)rei)aration and cookin.g of food. Say 
what you will, man has never exchuled wo- 
man fr(.>ni this kind of work ; he has never 
forced her to do it, as the present day Suf- 
fragettes are wont to complain. "Cook, feed 
the brute," is eternally, dinned into their ears. 
Under such circumstances, it woidd seem 
woman should have reached a high standard 
in this art.

THE FAMOUS STRASBURG CLOCK 

.Mr, Richard 11, Smith, an .'uistralian, 
claims to be ib(' first anrl only person who has 
ever made a model of tiic famous Strasbiirt;- 
clock, "1 chiim," lie says, "to have .gone fur- 
ther than Mr. Schwilgue, the clockmaker who 
made the mechanism of the present clock in 
Strasburg, which was constructed between 
the years 1838 and 1842. Mr. Schwilgue made 
the mechanism only; he had the assist- 
ance of the leading astronomers in luirojie at 
that time, also the obi clock to .^uide him. 
I not only made all the mechanism of my 
model Inu also built the case, and had no 
astronomers to assist me in the construction 
of the astronomical mechanism, 

Eye-Gouging Story Untrue 
"The first .^traslnu'g clock wa^^made in 1,352. 
It has been stated that the man Avho built this 
clock had his eyes gouged out after he com- 
pleted his work, so that he would not make 
a similar clock for anr)thcr nation. This is not 
true, VX'hile I was constructing my model I 
came across a very old hook in the library 
of the .School of Arts at Sy!lne.\-, which gave 
what is sup])osed to be the true history of the 
original clock of Strasburg. It states that in 
i.35J an iiid<iio\vn man called one morning on 
liishop iierihtdd, at the Strasburg Cathedral, 
and told him that he would make a clock for 
him the .like of which the- world had never 
seen before. The Bishop asked him to show 
him his jjlairs. The stranger did so, .'\fter 
the Bishoi) had gone over them he at^reed 
to jirovide the necessary money Ifi have the 
clock built for bis clnirch, on condition that 
the clockmaker was not to lea\-e the church 
until the clock was completed. This the 
stranger agreed to. The Bisho]) aLso request- 
ed that when he had finished the clock he 
should never make a similar one for any other 
institution. The clockmalccr a.greed to this 
also. The Bishop set him to work on his task. 
.•\fter he had wfjrked on the clock for sev- 
eral years he went blind. 

"it has been slated that a working model 
of this clock has been exhibited in the UnitctI 
States some years ago It is quite true a 
model of this clock has beeiiv exhibited iiV 
America ; in fact, all -over the world',' ' I saw 
the same one many years ago exhibited in 
Sydney, N, S. "VV., and I believe this very 
same clock can be seen tod.iy in I be vestibule 
of the Grand 0])era Mouse in New Vork. This 
model (if it is the same one) cannot be called 



a working model of the famous clock, because 
it is composed of a number of small pieces of 
mechanism, each piece'being driven by a spc- 
arate mainspring, which remains idle until 
such time as the attendant or lecturer ])ulls 
a string and allows each piece of mechanism 
to run, in order to illustrate to the spectators 
in a few minutes what it takes the Strasburg 
clock years to perform. Each piece of mech- 
anism is separate from the main clock, which 
intlicates the time. Therefore it cannot be 
called a working model." 

When he was twenty-four years of age, 
Mr. Smith left his bench, where he made £20 
a >veck as a watchmaker, and devoted several 
years of day and night work to the produc- 
tion of an actual working model of the famous 
Strasburg clock. This was afterwards pur- 
chased by the Australian government, and is 
still on exhibition in Sydney. 

A Clockmaker's Dream 

Later in life i\lr. Smith designed what was 
to have been known as the .Australian Federa- 
tion clock. It would have cost a fabulous 
sum, and the intention was lo exhibit it at the 
Chicago World's Fair^ but before the appro- 
priation was niadc'^t^ buH^j^it, ' jtlie,^^ 
party went into power „mO'Austraiia:3.^ t^^c 
clock was never built,-; ; 

A comet dial would show the time for 
appearance and disapearance and reappearance 
of comets. .A dial was designed to show the 
motion of planets from Mercury, which oper- 
ates in 87 days, to Neptune, which takes 164 
days. The chief planets were to have dials 
containing all of their respective satellites. 
There was to be a tidal dial, a celestial and a 
terrestial globe, a solar time dial, and a 
sphere containing the faces of the moon. Each 
hour of the day and night certain members of 
first federation were to rise, and through the 
employment of the i)honographs they were to 
repeat' jiassages from their original speeches. 

This was the clockmaker's dream, but it 
has not vet come to pass, and he is now em- 
ploying his time with a very interesting new 
idea in phonongraphs.

Dispatches received at Dover from a cor- 
respondent with the Atlantic Fleet give the 
first details from an inside source of the clever 
strategy by which, as he describes it, .Admirals 
Curzon-Howe and Prince Louis of Batten- 
berg "achieved the impossible." The Blue 
(enemy's) fleet had as its princi])al vessels the 
Atlantic and Mediterranean Fleets. The cor- 
respondent says: — Our scouts and destroyers 
left Oban on Tuesday, the day war was de- 
clared. The orders for the hostile squadrons 
were to put to- sea late on Thursday night. We 
actually left at eleven that night, proceeding 
with all lights out and with every precaution, 
as in war time. The following day we learned 
that our plan of campaign was to endeavor to 
join up with the W'hite Fleet, as we were not 
sufficiently strong ourselves to give battle to 
Red (defending) Fleet. The strength of the 
■ fleets was: — Red. 24 . battleships, including 
four Dreadnoughts and eight King Edwards; 
Blue, II battleships, principally Formidables 
and Duncans ; White Fleet, four .battleships, 
to count as eight for maiiouvre purposes. 

In Great Peril 

W'e were told that we were expected to 
join the White Fleet somewhere on the south 
coast of England. Our (Pdue,) fleet was 
given the choice of three routes to effect this 
junction — viz., right down the west coast, or 
north through the Pentland Firth, or around 
the west coast of Ireland. Our scouts and 
destroyers brought information thai the ene- 
my had almost surrounded us by a half circle, 
and it was almost inqiossible to effect ihe 
junction with White, Init the inqiossible hap- 
IJened, owing to the smart strategy of our 
admirals. After leaving Loch Lr)rnc, we at 
first headed a little north, and then went full 
speed direct west, with the object of .getting 
to the west of Ireland. All through that u\<^hi 
we were running with decks cleared for action, 
and every man at his post, not a light sbow inL; 
anywhere. The conditions were as realistic as 
anyone could wdsh for. In fad, for three 
nights this was continued, no one turning in, 
but the men just snatching a little slceii as 
they could. 

After the first night, what was our delight 
lo find that we had escaped with a twenty 
miles' lead. It might be said, W hy did not the 
Dreadnoughts catch us? But for manouvre 
purposes all the" ships were reckoned of the 
same value, only speed to count. 'I'he Ivcd 
commander \vasi to a great extent, lied by the 
speed of his eight Majesties, as the King Ld- 
wards, which had to come from the Orkneys, 
were some distance bebiiid us. Our Ivallle- 
ships were nearly all about eighteen fcuots, 
and the King Edwards would be about nine- 
teen. I may say that previous to leaving 
Oban we had by secret wireless code made 
arrangements with the White Fleet for the 
rendezvous at which they were to join us, 
they having come down from tlie .North .Sea. 

Vvom the time the Reds sighted us a stern 
chase began, and the four l^readnonghls with 
their superior speed tried hard to head us and 
engage us so as, if possible, to delay our fleet 
and allow their .slower '^liips to creep up. The 
tactics were smart, but our admirals were not 
having any, knowing full well the conse- 
qilence. There was a serious accident on the 
flagship Prince of Wales during this hard 
cha.se, one of the boiler tubes bursting and 
severely scalding three stokers, one man, 
named Egerton, d3 ing. There had been haze 
on Friday, and this developed into a thick fog 
that niglit. But we kepi .g'ling at full speed, 
and occasionall3' changing course in order to 
deceive the following fleet. 

Losses and Captures 

During the chase we lost the battlcslii]) 
Triumph, which was the last ship of the line, 
and got into the range of two of the Red bat- 
tleships, consequently being taken a prisoner. 
But ■vyc more than equalled her loss later, 
when'' tlje'fOg. broke, and the only ship in sight 
was'the:'il'(iw IDreadngught, Bellcrophon, which 
we capttired. We captured several second- 
class cnusers and scouts and torpedo destroy- 
er.s, losing some as well, but, on the whole, 
putting more of the Red ships out of action 
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BEAR HUNTING iN BRITISH COLUMN' 
BIA.— II. ' 

From tlie ]i?i-in River Valley wc moved on, 
with a favourable slant in the wind, to a very 
beautiful inlet ofr the wcrftern side, unmarked 
in the latest Admiralty charts, but known to 
the Indians as the Inlet of Gilt-tu-yees. ■ Here 
we found slides extending' over a mile of coun- 
try,, a weli-knovvn hauftf for bears at this sea- 
son of the year, but still covered with snow, 
with gfreen strips of grass along; the ed^es of 
the ravines. We left camp, early in the after- 
noon of our arrival at this glorious land-locked 
inlet, in plenty of time for a "■ood spy and an 
evening' stalk, nor had wc to wait for more 
than half an hour under the shatlow of the 
trees on the side lacing thc'hcar .ground before 
a large black bear stepped into the sunlight on 
a knoll 500 feet above the water. He was 
three-quarters of a mile away when we first 
saw him, and looked immense. We watched 
him walk down to a narrow torrent of snow 
broth, where he drank eagerly, and then wc 
sent the canoe flying across the inlet as fast as 
four pairs of arms could make bor go. Llirccth' 
her keel gralccl on the rocks wc were ashore 
and off uphill after him. The wind bad died 
away, and it became iiitcnscly still. .\t last 
we stood on the plateau, within fifty _\ards of 
where we had last seen our bear, and, glancing 
downwards to the canoe, could sec an oar held 
vertically in the direction of camp, telling us 
that our bear was ahead of and above us, 
though still invisible to us. With rifle at the 
ready wc carefully a])proached the clump of 
trees indicated, and were actually within fif- 
teen }-ards of the beast, when with an anj^ry 
eougii he was j^oue. ]\cgrets were useless ; we 
rushed to the highest point near us, and could 
follow his track through the brush by the 
swaying of the branches, but he never gave us 
the slightest, chance. -of -a shot. We spent sdv- 
erail days at Gilt-tu-yees, but owing to the mild 
weather 6ur chances -were ruined hy the thun- 
der of continual avalanches, keeping game on, 
the niove and liears in the recesses of the for- 
est. Day and night one heard a continuous 
roar as thousands of tons of snow fell ceaselcss- 
1}' in ail directions. 

From Gilt-tu-yees wc mo\-ed back thirty 
miles to Kitlobc, at the head of Gardner Inlet 
proper, in the hope, that the fortnight's inter- 
val might have brought fairer weather. Wc 
took up our abode in a deserted Indian hut at 
the mouth of the Kitlobe river. On the after- 
noon of our arrival wc separated for the eve- 
ning hunt, my companion watching some ex- 
cellent slides at the junction of the Kitlobe 
and an luinanied ri\'cr that evidently drains 
the country to the northward and eastward of 
the Ivitlobc, ^vhilc 1 took the Jndians and the 
canoe to watch all the country for a mile down 
the west side of the inlet. W'c were soon afloat 
and had not rowed a fnrk^ng before the men 
sighted a bear on some narrow slides about a 
mile away. He was feeding close to the water, 
so we had to use the utmost caution. As we 
came nearer he would stop feeding occasional- 
ly, looking anxiousi}' in our direction, and, 
though a bear's eyesight is bis weakest point, 
we rested on our oars imtil he a.gain set to 
work numcliing great nioiubfuls of .grass from 
the openings among the trees. \\'hal lit- 
tle wind there was favoured us, and we were 
soon ashore, immcdiaicly below the strip of 
covert in which he was feeding. 

The avalanches in this particular section of 
the mountains had cut the forest into consecu- 
tive strips of covert, leaving regular rides be- 
tween each section, just as clean cut and bare 
of timber or undergrowth as the rides in any 
En.glish game covert. Frank noiselessly stole. 
U]) the slide where the bear had last been feed- 
ing in case he broke back. Ba\ id and 1 taking' 
the next one where we imagined he might iie.xi 
emerge. Fi\-e minutes, ten. twcnt\- passed. .'\ 
twig cracked, and out he came into the sun- 
light less than forty yards away, a glorious 
spectacle of a wild animal at home. He never 
saw us, as we croiu-lied beside a log. The sun 
shone strai.ghi into bis eyes and appeared to 
daze him. so I drew a licad on his broad shoul- 
der and lei liini lia\c it. It was the easiest 
chance iinagiii.Llilc, ;iii(l no duffer could ha\-e 
failed to take advant.-ige of it. This, our third 
hear, had a coat every bit ;is fine as his |;rede- 
cessors. and in si/e ranked a little sni.aller than 
oiu' second. 

Rovvin.g home in the twilight we watched a 
Kcmano Indian stalking a small brown bear (ni 
the hill above us, and were greatly interested 
t.o see tho stalk end in the discomfiture of the 
Indian and tlie bear galloping a mile away 
over the distant snowfields. A\ e hunted in the 
vicinity of the nifintli oi the Kitlobe river for 
at least ten days, and saw during that time at 
least a dozen bears, some <)\ which (K)ubtless 
were seen twice over. With the Kitimaat and 
Keman(.i Indians I\lay 14 is deemed ihe first 
day of bear shooting from the fact that the av- 
erage spring is so timed that the date in ques- 
tion is accepted as approximate. 

pur fourth bear came to hand' after many 
itn'^'Uccesiiful stalks in the Kitlobe country. We 
camped at the mouth 01 the Brin river, twent}'- 
five miles from Kitlobc, and were watching 
some slides in the vicinity, when, half a mile 
a\va_\', a big ld;u:k- haw suddcnh' scrambled to 
the toj) of a withered jiine tree in full view of 
the canoe. W'c wcm at a loss to account for 
this extraordinary behaviour when she lowered 
herself down again, and we went after her. 
Tiic hillside at this point proved to be verv 
l^recipitous, choked with fallen timber and 
dense underbrush, so thick, that little or aioth- 
injg:i could be.se.en until we. cHn?.bed up a few. 
iniridrecl feet oti t6\i^hc. foe|?^^ where .we . 

had first seen the biiar, when 'we pausdid ; fbr 
breath. Below us lay thc cJiiibe containing pur, ' 
companions; above us a steep but narrow cleft

lo a point that seemed to cover the place 
where the bear lay feeding. Quietly we crawl- 
ed n\i and peered over. She must ha\'e looked 
up almost at the same instant, for our first 
shot, fired as she galloped away up the nar- 
row cleft in the rocks, splintered the rocks ten 
yards ahead of her. She turned slightly at the 
second bullet, lost her balance on the slimy 
boulders, and the next moment came tumbling 
head over heels to the. edge of a steep bluff, 
over which she fell 50 feet on to a ledge of jag- 
ged rocks below. Here she feebly tried to re- 
gain her foothold without success, and when 
wc reached her after her second fall she A\'as 
entangled in the bushes, stone dicad. Mean- 
while, our \-oiccs were drowned b\' o\'cr\\ lielni- 
ing cries from a small cub. The little creature 
we easily caught, and subsequently re.galed 
with a mixture of condensed milk and sugar. 
It is now the pet of the children in the park of 
Vancouver City. 

May 28 proved to be the red-letter day of 
our trip. We left our camp at Brin river at 



vast, precipitous rock wall towered upwards 
into the '.clear blue'i,skytwir- • . ■ ' 

E'very sense was naturall}' on tlie alert' at 
the [)roxitnity of the bear, but the denouement 
was certainly unexpected.. I heard Frank's 
excited yell from above me: "Look out, below 
there!" There was only one possible Avay to 
look, and that was along the game trail, but 
f certainly never expected to sec that great 
brute appear suddenly on the very path on 
which [ myself was standing, less than fifteen 
yards away. If he had not received a bullet 
in his great chest almost the instant he appear- 
ed in sight he would have undoubtedly pushed 
me off the trail. At the shot he fell sideways 
down-hill, and a second shot through the neck 
effectually settled him. This was the largest 
black bear killed up Gardner last season, a 
\'ery fine male in perfect coat, liven the In- 
dians, who speak- of a skin with the critical 
eyes of a fur trader, were obliged to confess 
this great bear was one of the best they had 
ever seen. It took three of us to lift him out 
of the wedge into which he had fallen and roll 
him downhill towards the canoe. We had 
now the carcasses of t,wo heavy bears on

bear, and we could .'^ee the glimmer of the rifle 
barrel in the sun. With the report of the shots 
the bear galloped away, but had not run a ln:n- 
drcd yards before he. rolled, over among- the 
rocks and wc soon scrambled up to him. lie 
proved to be a remarkably fine brown or cin- 
namon bear, only a few inches shorter than 
our last black one, with a coat of almost chest- 
nut hue, thick and glossy.,' My companion, 
who has probably kiljed^ mpre bears than any 
other non-professional hunter in British Col- 
umbia, was justly proud of, the beast. 

\\'c had now three bears to engage our at- 
tention for the next three hours, and while 
three of us set to work skinning, David i)re- 
pared a savory meal, ft took us until three in 
the afternoon to clean and stretch the skins, 
when suddeny h'raidv exclaimed. " l^ook there!" 
Wc all sprang to our feet and followed the di- 
rection of his outstretched hand. There, less 
than half a mile iii^hill. fast asleep on a huge 
isolated boulder, lay a great black bear. In- 
credible though it may seem, we had for more 




four in the morning, and had not travelled a 
niile.before we spied a heavy black bear on the 
east side of the inlet, feeding amidst thick Cot- 
tonwood brush' within a hundred yards of the, 
water. From our point of view be could not 
have chosen a better position. The wind blew 
steadily in our faces; above where he was feed- 
iii,g impassable crags towered away \\\) to the 
snow line; down wind his retreat was cut off 
by a precipice and when we bad hastily 
blocked his only otUlet on the up-u ind side we 
realised he was bound to afford a shot. It was, 
however, a dangerous manoeuvre to give him 
our wind before the canoe reached shore, but 
Nvc were ready directly the keel grounci.ed, and, 
were up the hill before the bear realised his 
awkward predicament. He was probablv just 
out of his winter quarters, for he sulked in the 
bushes out of sight. I motioned Frank to slir 
him uj), and waited by the trimk of ,-i dead tree, 
where a narrow game trail led through the 
bush in his direction. Im'oui this ])osition I 
moved forward to a point where the game 
.trail crossed a narrow cleft in,+.the §^c'epi hil|-, 
side, offering perhaps fifteen or twenty.yards- 
clear, yiqvy ahead, .Through the tops of the 
pifie trees on the left one , could.see theisilvei-;^' 
glimmer of the sea bclows and on the right the 



board, the female of the i)revious night and 
the one just killed, S(. we hoisted the spritsail 
and made short tracks lo a length of sandy 
Beach, \\(Hcre the warm sun offered a congenial 
point for the operation of skinning. 

/\t this particular point Gardner Inlet takes 
a complete rectangular bend, 'its course chang- 
ing from a direct X.E. by E. to one in an al- 
most contrarx- direction! . This huge bend 
forms a sheltered I)ay on the eastern side, 
where the sun had evidently melted the snow 
earlier than usual, and the resulting avalanches 
had left a succession of hare slides stretching

snow line. Every inch of this grand country^ 
neecled careful spying, nor.,wergij'.5yg, f.l6flgiV ' in 
finding what wc were in scarch of!' .jv^A.^ 

l^a\'id, whose keen eyes were gluecl ;4b7th'c.'' 
rock walls immediately below the snoWi'-was 
the first to sight him, a great brown *- fellow,.,.' 
though whether a grizzly or not wc were. un- 
able to determine at the distance. The country 
was more or less oj^en, with here and there 
clumps of stunted t/ccs in the centre of glades 
devoid of underbrush, while the wind-swept 
slides were completely. b%re of covert. My 
cpnipanion , and, his '.guide were soon away .'tip 
hill after this bear, and for a time we lost sight 



than two hours cooked our food, laughed, 
talked, ;uid smedvcd our pipes while that bear 
walked up and had gone to sleep practically 
within rifle shot. With his head resting on 
his outstretched forepaws, he was evidently- 
oblivious of our proximity. 

From where we stood the bare hillside 
stretched upwards to the snow line a mile 
away, and he lay on :i boulder about halfway 
up the slope, loank- and I had mci'ely to 
change our boots for rubber-soled shoes, throw 
off <;iiu- coals, and awa_\- up the centre of a nar- 
row cleft filled with muddy, melting- snow. Pic- 
ncath this crust (}f snow a noi.sy little stream 
"dashed do^vn\yarfls in arserie? of waterfall^ to 
the '.sea below, cjffectiniliy: drdwniiig any noise 
,;,'from our footsteps, affording us a grand ;',ap-: 
v"''proach to within a hundred yards of the bear. 
The wind was jusL right, and an easier stalk

; 10 feet to the lip of the gully, raised our heads 
."Cautiously, to find ourselves within fifty yards 
of. the still sleeping animal. One had but to 
raise the rifle to a convenient ])osition, push 
lip thc.safctjr catch,- aiul draw a fatal bead on 
hjs shoujdei;.- At the shot he fell or rolled off 
the ro.ck in <jric, :frcn'}2icd dive into the thicket 
below, and though hc^wor^ncd his way for half 



a niile before Frank finally gave him the coup 
dd- g'faccj^he'.was obviously ours frorh.tl'ie first. 
It tiiriiea out: subsequently t'ilat the'firSt'buUet, 

aimed for his shoulder as he lay outstretched, 
had,st?,\l<;k him too low, and was within an ace 
of inflicting a trivial wound that would have 
lost him io us for e\'er. 

Our luck f(5r the day was now- aI>out fin- 
ished, for ihou.gh wc sighted yet another bear 
on the east side just before sundown, he was 
too high up, and it was too dark, too late, and 
tpo dangerous to go after him. M'" cruised 
down the Inlet for another fortnight, and saw 
bears in sfeveral of the subsidiary valleys, but 
with our great day at the Brin River our ad- 
ventures were practically at an end. We were 
detained by contrary winds and bad weather 
for another week before reaching the nearest 
settlement, when a south-bound steamer might 
be expected, ami two idle days had to be wast- 
ed before a steamer of an}- kind came along 
and bore us southwards. 

Looking back at the results of that trip and 
the number of bears seen, I am more than 
ever convinced of the necessity of being on 
the spot as early in the spring as possible, for 
once the leaves cover the cottonwood bushes 
the bears are lost in a veritable jungle. — John

THE LADY AND THE TARPON 

One day T said to my boatman: "It's 
twelve minutes to twelve o'clock let's start for 
the launch and hurry to the hotel." He an- 
swered. "Your wife has just hooked a fish." 
I looked back and saw at once that she was 
fast- to a hummer. I quickly reeled up; we 
anchored our boat and followed her in the 
launch. This fish was a heavy one and only 
made three jumps, none of which carried it 
clean out of the water. It was plain to me 
that she was in for a long and hard fight — how 
long, none of us ever dreamed. The fish zig- 
zagged and fought clean into the breakers. 
At this time it was fully 600 feet from the 
boat. Occasionally it would raise its head and 
slash the water into foam ; so far from the 
boat that one could scarcely tell whether it 
was a small wdiitecap breaking or the silvery 
head of the fish. It carried her down the 
pass, going with the tide past Tarpon Inn to 
the lighthouse, fully two miles from shore. 
She had now been fighting this fish for two 
hours, and I wished with all my heart that 
she had never hobked ' it. Just . about this 
time tile m'ost unfortunate thing -that cqitlii 
happen did happdn.'.", . Her.' reel-handle un-. 
screwed and came off, the screw dropping in 
between the latticed board flooring which cov- 
ered the bottom of the boat. To add to her 
difficulties the flooring was nailed fast. I 
ran as close alongside as I dared, just in time 
to hear her command her boatman to rip it 
up, which he quickly did. Soon the screw 
was found and, believe it or not, she fixed 
on the handle, and screwed it on, unaided by 
her boatman. Meanwhile, she held on and 
kept a tight line as best she could. With the 
reel again in order, she started hard after the 
fish, now easily ^50 yards from the boat. 
About this time I remembered that in the 
morning she had asked me to buy her boat- 
man a new gaff, and had told me that the 
one we had was too short and utterly unfit 
for the work. From this time until within 
a quarter of a mile of Lydia .\nn, I really 
suffered. I would have given any price f6r 
a fit gaff, and not a chance in the world was 
there to get one in time. 

Three hours had passed, and the utmost 
that rod and tackle would ttand was to get 
the fish within perhap.^' fifty feet of the boat, 
with occasional runs of fifty to seventy-five 
feet. Xerve-wcaring hours passed — the fish 
now within twenty feet of the boat. Occa- 
sionally the tarpon would roll to the top 
and wc could see that it was- seven feet long, 
or nearly so. 

Nearer and nearer she brought her prize, 
every minute closer and closer to the boat. 
'J'he fish was fair!}- licked, but fought On, re- 
sisting with cx'ery atom of strength each inch 
of line she reeled in. .Vt 4-15 p. m., the boat- 
man was standing up with his pitiful, short 
little gaff in hand : the tired angler doing her 
best to bring the fish within gaffing distance. 
.'\t 4:17 the gall was driven home, only lo 
tear out and snap the line. The fish seemed 
unable to get away, but lay broadside on the 
water, notwithstanding the line was broken.

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All the present day all parts of the Britisli 
Empire are linked together more or less 
closely by means of a, network of submarine 
. cables;-' rates ;;charged for messages sent 
gyer this rietworjc" are, . however, extremely 
• high, and owing to these high rates, although 
-dtey are less than those fdrhierly in fofce,- the 
general public in every country has become 
accustomed to look upon the use of the cable 
as a costly luxury beyond the reach of ordi- 
nary men. This is proved by the fact that the 
percentage of messages sent by cable, other 
than business and press. messages, is extremely 
small. If the cable companies halved their 
fates, charging 6d. instead of is. a word (the 
present charge between England and Canada), 
the result would be an increase in the num- 
ber and length of business and press messages, 
but the price would still be too high to render 
the cable of much service to the less wealthy, 
and the 'Cable companies would have more 
than to double the amoinit of traffic they han- 
dle in order to earn the sarne dividends as at 
present. Cable companies, have to earn enor- 
mous sums of rh6ney in order to meet the 
great aiunial expenses due to the repairs. and 
maintenance of their cables before they can 
begin to make a profit, and their initial capital- 
ization has to be very large, owing to the 
great first cost of the cable, averaging, as it 
does, from £200 to £400 per mile. 

The Progress of "Wireless" 
Mr. Marconi has, however, provided a sys- 
tem of telegraphy which renders the attain- 
ment of cheap telegraph facilities no longer 
a pious hope practically impossible of reali:ia- 
tion, but one that can be realized immediately. 
A beginning has already beeii made. The 
Transatlantic wireless -service was inaugurat- 
ed in October, 1907, between Ireland and Can- 
ada, the charges being reduced from is. per 
word for business and private messages and 
5d. per word for press messages to 5fl. and 
2d respectively, these charges not includin,*^ 
the land line charges on both sides of the At- 
lantic. The land line companies in Canada 
and America, owing to their intimate connec- 
Hon with the cable companies, do not allow 
the Marconi Company the same benefits and 
rebates as are allowed to the cable companies, 
otherwise the rates Avould be still further re- 
duced. The i\Iarconi Company has as yet 
opened the wireless service only between 
Montreal and London, on the principle that it 
is wise, at the start, not "to bite off more than 
you can chew"; but great strides are being 
made, and it is expected that the service will 
soon be extended to other cities, and eventu- 
ally to the whole country. 

The first wireless messages across the At- 
lantic were sent from the Canadian station at 
Table Head, in Cape Breton, in 1902. This 
station was afterwards removed to its present 
site, five miles inland, and there greatly en- 
larged. Ever since 1902 Mr. Marconi has been 
conducting experiments and making new dis- 
coveries and improvenients until, at the pres- 
ent day, wireless telegraphy across the Atlan- 
tic, over a distance of 2,000 miles, is an as- 
sured success. Owing largely to ignorant mis- 



representations, the general public has the im- 
pression that wireless telegraphy has many 
faults and defects that the cables do not pos- 
sess. When wireless telegraphy was first in- 
vented it certainly had some limitations, first 
. '^s .to the '.distance over -which, it wias possible 
to communicate^secohdijfi as td secrecy ; third- 
ly, as to truthyvorthiness ; but these difficulties, 
real or imaginary, have been done away wlh 
as the system has been developed and extend- 
ed. In the early days of the invention it was 
considered a great feat when wireless tele- 
grams were transmitted across the English 
Channel. Mr. Marconi made such rapid im- 
provements in his system, however, that in 
1900 he thought he had sufficient data to en- 
able him to design a -new station of sufficient 
power to bridge the distance separating the 
Old and New Worlds. The Poldhu Station 
was completed in 1901, and Mr. Marconi re^ 
ceived the first signals across the Atlantic 
from this station in Newfoundland towards the 
end of that year. A station was therefore con- 
structed in Canada, on the invitation of the 
Canadian Government, and by the end of 1902 
it was found possible to transmit from this 
station and receive the messages so transmit- 
ted at Poldhu, in Cornwall. The station at 
Poldhu, not being so large as the Canadian sta- 
tion, was unable to send signals of sufficient 
strength to be read in Canada, and it was there- 
fore enlarged. 

Early Difficulties 

Man}' curious phenomena previously un- 
known \vere discovered during the early ex- 
periments in transniirsion of signals across the 
Atlantic. It was found that messages coiild 
be read by night, while no signals could be 
read at the receiving station by day. It was 
found also that the strength of signals varied 
greatly from minute to minute, and until these 
difficulties had been overcome it was useless 
to attempt to open the service for the trans- 
mission of paid messages, although early in 
1903 a short Press message was sent to the 
Times until a breakdown in the plant occurred, 
which perforce put a stop to this also. From 
1903 to 1907 Mr. Marconi devoted practically 
his entire attention to investigating the causes 
of the variation in the strength of signals and 
devising means for overcoming the trouble. 
His investigations led him to the conclusion 
that the existing stations were not suitable for 
the work required of them, and therefore the 
Canadian station was removed and greatly en- 
larged and a new station built in Ireland. Ex- 
periments were then continued and many sub- 
sidiary improvements made in the ])lant where- 
by safety and trustworthiness were assured 
until, after exhaustive tests extending over a 
long period, it was found that the system was 
thoroughly trustworthy, and it was decided to 
open the stations for Press\ traffic, which was 
started on October 17, 1907. On February 3, 
1908, the service was extended to private and 
business telegrams between Montreal and Lon- 
don. The number of words transmitted dur- 
ing the past yAr is in the neighborhood of 
300,000. The majority of this very respect- 



able figure consisted of code words, a fact 
which refutes those who say that wireless can 
handle only plain English. Wireless teleg- 
raphy,- although still a child, has a remarkably 
healthy digestion, and can digest everything 
that -the cables '^can' digest'; although at present 
^helnttmbfer of %pr^ day is small, 

it woiild not 'be rjtsh tb prophesy that during 
the next twelve months the niimber of words 
transmitted wjlib'e at least five millions. 

Trustvirorthiness and Speed 

It is a remarkable fact that, although 300,- 
000 words, have been transmitted by wireless, 
only twO; mistakes have been reported whic'- 
can bd a.ttributed to the wireless system ; other 
mistal^es , have occurred, but these, in every 
case, except on these two occasions, have been 
traced either to the British Post Office land 
lines or to the land lines in Canada or Am- 
erica. This fact should be an effective reply to 
the statements that the system is not to bo 
trusted. People say that wireless telegraphy 
can be tapped. This certainly could be done, 
but only at considerable expense, and, as it is 
easy to send messages in code — in fact, by far 
the larger part of telegraph business is in code 
— it remains to be seen what benefit it would 
be to any one to tap the messages. People do 
not realiiie that it is extremely easy for any 
one familiar with tho Morse code to read the 
messages inside and often outside any oiMin- 
ary telegraph office in the country, and, this 
being so, no one would go to the expense of 
erecting receiving stations for the purpose of 
reading the messages sent by wireless when 
they coidd read the same messages at any of- 
fice on the land lino connecting the wireless 
stations with London or Montreal. 

Since the opening of tlic wireless service 
across the Atlantic, .Air. Jilarconi and those as- 
sociated with him have been conducting ex- 
periments ^yith a view to increasing the speed 
of transmission. At the present time the aver- 
age speed, of sending is 24 words per minute. 
Theoretically there is no limit, as there is in 
the case of cables, to the speed at which mes- 
sages can be sent, and it is expected that the 
speed will shortly be increased to 60 words per 
minute. Moreover, Mr. Marconi has lately de- 
vised a method of duplex wireless telegraphy 
which, when installed on this service, will 
again nearly double the speed of working, and 
which will eventually mean a further reduction 
in the rates charged.; The Marconi Company 
has to compete against 16 cables across the 
Atlantic whose serviccj is, without a doubt, 
the best cable, service da the world, and whose 
cable rates are the lowest for the length of 
cable laid. If, therefore, wireless telegraphy 
can effect a reduction in rates between Canada 
and England in the face of such efficient cable 
competition, where the cable service is now so 
efficient the value of wireless telegraphy will 
obviously be infinitely greater. 

A Network of Wireless Stations 
It has been shown that wireless telegraphy 
can be worked with success over distances up 
to 2,000 miles ; and although Mr. Marconi and 



those who have assisted him in his experiment- 
al work are of the opinion that with slight ex- 
tra initial expense considerably grciiter dis- 
tances could be bridged successfully, I will 
confine myself to describing a network of 
world-wide wix-elcss, connecting all British pos- 
sessions by means'. of, i)oW6r stations, none of 
Avhich will be required-^to transmit or receive 
over as great a distance as sepatJites the exist- 
ing success I ul trans- Atlantic wireless stations, 
and will define a scheme whereby all British 
liosscssions could intercommunicate and com- 
municate Avith tho centre of the Empire, at a 
cost of id. to 8d. a word, in the case of the 
most distant British possessions, and at the 
same tin,ic show that even this extremely low 
rate could be still further reduced to a uni- 
form penny a word throughout the Empire. 

The route from England to Australia would 
be as follows: England to Malta (i), Malta 
tgi Cairo or Alexandria (2), (as far as distances 
arc concerned the Malta station could be omit- 
ted), Cairo to Aden (3), Aden to Bombay (4), 
Bombay to Colombo (5), Colombo to .Singa- 
pore (6), Singapore to Perth (7), Perth to 
Adelaide (8). Adelaide to Sydney (9), Sydney 
to Wellin.gton, New Zealand (10). 

The route to China would be from Singa- 
pore to i longkong (n). 

To Africa there would he two routes, one 
on the east and an alternative route on the 
west coast. On tin; cast coast the route would 
be from Adan to Momljasa (12), Mombasa 
to Durban (13), Durban to Cape Town (14). 
On thd west coast. England to Bathurst (15), 
Bathurst to Sierra Leone (16), Sierra Leone to 
St. Helena (17), St. Helena to Cape Town 
(18), 

An alternative route to India and Australia 
connecting these two great countries with Af- 
rica conlcl also be laid by the erection of sta- 
tions at Mauritius (19) and Nelson Island (20). 
The connection' with the Western Hemisphere 
has already been effected by ineans of the ex- 
istiuf^- station at Glace Bay. /Vnothcr station 
should be erected at Montreal (21) to com- 
municate direct to the West Indies (22), which 
islands should all be connected together by 
means of short-distance stations of small pow- 
er. Yet another station should be pttt' up in 
British Guiana (23), where the existing cable 
charges are 7s. per word, and another station 
in Canada at Vancouver (24). Mr. Marconi 
expects to be able to communicate direct from 
the present Glace Bay station to Vancouver, 
in which case it would be possible to have an- 
other link to the cast by a larger power station 
at Vancouver communicating direct to Hong- 
kong. But this latter distance is beyond the 
range to which we are at present confining 
ourselves, although it will undoubtedly be pos- 
sible to bridge this distance in the near future. 
Other stations of moderate power could be 
erected at places such as the Gold Coast, weav- 
ing the smaller portions of the Empire into the 
network. 

The Cost 

Those in the position to judge state that a 
station of a range of 2,000 miles can be erected 



and equipped for £55,000, and operated for a 
sum of £10,000 per annum, any earnings over 
which would be gross profit. If the Imperial 
Government and the Governments of the great 
self-governing Colonies and Dominions Avere 
to convince themselves of the practicability of 
such cheap telegraph rates, they would surely 
be willing to obtain the great benefits that 
Avould accrue-vfrom a penny-a-word service, 
and ■ enter into. a. contract for the erection of 
such stations for a fixed sum of, say, £55,- 
000 per station, or agree to pay the actual cost 
of construction, plus a fair percentage profit 
to the contracting company, and' allow the 
company either £10,000 per annum per statibn 
and the tolls collected at a penny a word, or, 
say, £20,000 per annum, the Government re- 
taining the tolls. Another arrangement might 
be made wliereby the Governments paid the 
contracting company £10,000 per annum, and 
the Governments worked and operated the sta- 
tions themselves. Such arrangements would 
have to be gone into very carefully, but they 
present no difficulties that cannot easily be 
surmounted, while the cost to each colony and 
the Imperial Government is obviously ex- 
tremely small compared with the inestimable 
advantages that would be obtained. To equip 
.'ind erect all the stations described, 24 in num- 
ber, would entail an outlay of £1,320,000, 
surely a very small sum to provide an Imperial 
penny telegraph rate; the annual outlay would 
cost the British and Colonial Governments col- 
lectively £250j;000 a year, if the contracting 
company were "to receive the tolls as their 
profits, or, say, £500,000 per annum if the 
Government retained the tolls, or £250,000 
per annum if the Government worked and op- 
erated the stations themselves. In any case 
except the first, the Governments would have 
to deduct the tolls collected from the annual 
payments to the contracting company to arrive 
at the cost of a penny-a-word service to them- 
selves, and as it is not unreasonable to con- 
clude that the average number: of words han- 
dled at the reduced rate would soon average 
15,000 words per day , per- station — surely;a very 
moderate figure — this \vould give an infeoina 
of £22,500 per station, or £540,000 for the! 
system, and the system would thus show k 
handsome profit. '^]^ equip the most impqrt^_ 
ant stations, 15 in number, neglecting sm%^! 
dependencies, and alternative routes, would 'en- 
tail an initial outlay of £825,000 and an atif ' 
nual outlay of £150,000. — London Times.
